A  1776  CALL  TO  ARMS  TO  DEFEND  THE 
UNITED  COLONIES  OF  AMERICA 
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2  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION:  ENLISTMENT  FORM  ($2500-Up) 

Rare  early  partly-printed  Document  Signed  by  25+  patriotic  American  men,  enlisting  in  the 
army  to  fight  for  Independence,  1  page,  folio,  n.p.,  January  26,  1776.  A  scarce  enlistment 
form  enrolling  men  for  three  months  service  in  the  “American  Army”  [most  likely  in  a  state 
militia],  some  of  which  could  only  make  an  X  to  represent  their  names.  Written  less  than 
six  months  after  General  George  Washington  took  command  of  the  American  forces  which 
Congress  had  named  the  Continental  Army.  During  1776,  patriotism  was  running  high  and 
the  Continental  Army  swelled  to  its  greatest  proportion,  enlisting  89,600  men,  42,700  of 
which  were  either  from  state  troops  or  militia  units.  These  men,  some  of  whose  names 
were  later  crossed  out,  swear  an  oath  which  reads:  “We  the  Subscribers  do  hereby  severally 
inlist  Ourselves  into  the  Service  of  the  United  Colonies  of  America,  to  Serve  until  the  first 
Day  of  April  next,  if  the  Senice  shall  require  it;  and  each  of  us  do  engage  to  furnish  and 
carry  with  us  into  the  Service  a  good  effective  Fire  Arm,  and  Blanket,  (also  a  good  Bayonet 
and  Cartridge  Pouch,  if  possible.)  And  we  severally  consent  to  be  formed  by  such  Person 
as  the  General  Court  shall  appoint,  into  a  Company  of  Ninety  Men,  including  one  Captain, 
two  Lieutenants,  one  Ensign,  four  Sergeants,  four  Corporals,  one  Drummer,  and  one  Fifer, 
to  be  elected  by  the  Companies;  and  when  formed,  we  engage  to  march  to  Head-Quarters 
of  the  American  Army,  with  the  utmost  Expedition,  and  to  be  under  the  command  of  such 
Field  Officer  or  Officers  as  the  General  Court  shall  appoint.  And  we  further  agree,  during 
the  Time  aforesaid,  to  be  subject  to  such  Generals  as  are  or  shall  be  appointed;  and  to  be 
under  such  Regulations,  in  every  Respect,  as  are  provided  for  the  Army  aforesaid.”  The 
regulars  which  Washington  commanded  in  1776  were  more  disciplined,  better  trained  and 
in  some  cases,  better  armed  and  more  educated  than  the  militia.  Considered  “part-time” 
soldiers,  the  militia  enlisted  for  three,  six  or  nine  month  periods  and  spent  their  time  farm¬ 
ing  or  at  trades  until  called  upon  to  fight.  Worn  at  folds  with  minor  paper  loss,  affecting  no 
writing  or  text.  Normal  handling  and  age-stains,  otherwise  in  very  good  condition.

English  soldier;  M.P.;  Major  General  in  the  Revolutionary  War;  defeated  Greene  at  Gilford  Court  House;  outfoxed  by  George  Washington  at 
Princeton;  overwhelmed  by  French  and  American  armies  at  Yorktown,  and  forced 
to  capitulate.

appointed  Lieut.  Colonel  Walcot  to  negotiate  respecting  the  same;  1  beg 
leave  to  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  Lieut.  Col.  Harrison  will  meet 
Lieut.  Col.  Walcot  on  Monday  the  17th.  instant  at  12  O’clock,  at  the 
House  of  the  Widow  Fields  about  4  Miles  from  Brunswick. ..to  receive  his 
Propositions  and  treat  upon  this  Business,  if  it  is  agreeable  to  your 
Lordship,  of  which  you  will  be  pleased  to  advise  me,  by  the  return  of  the 
Flag.  The  Trouble  I  give  your  Lordship  upon  this  Subject,  is  at  the 
instance  of  General  Howe,  by  whose  desire  this  Letter  is  addressed  to 
you...”  To  which  Cornwallis,  embarrassed  by  his  inability  to  capture 
Washington  at  Princeton,  and  destroy  the  rebel  forces,  accommodatingly 
writes:  “Lieut.  Col.  Walcott  shall  meet  Lieut.  Col.  Harrison  at  the  time 
and  place  that  you  are  pleased  to  appoint.  I  am,  Sir,  with  due  Respect..  .  ” 
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Docketed  on  verso  by  one  of  Washington’s  adjutants  relating  “Lord  Cornwallis  / 

14  Fehy.  1777  /  In  answer  to  one  of  the  12th  Inclosed”  [not  present].  Although 
great  numbers  of  soldiers  were  taken  prisoner,  neither  of  the  opposing  armies 
knew  how  to  deal  with  the  captives.  Food  was  scarce,  and  substantially  feeding 
their  men  was  impossible,  let  alone  feeding  prisoners.  Ultimately,  as  in  the 
American  Civil  War,  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  to  fill  the  ranks,  was  agreed  upon. 

The  above  arrangements  were  for  the  first  formal  exchange  of  prisoners  made  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
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BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN,  AMERICA'S  WAR  MINISTER  TO  FRANCE 

AMERICAN  RKVOLUTION:  FRANKLIN,  BENJAMIN  ($15, 000-Up) 

American  statesman,  scientist,  and  philosopher;  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Constitution.  Historic 

Manuscript  Letter  Signed  “B.  Franklin  while  American 
"  *  ^  ,  1  9  .  Minister  to  France,  3  pages,  legal  folio,  Passy,  [France],  April 

8,  1779.  Writing  to  a  committee  of  nine  American  merchants, 
who  at  this  time  were  involved  in  the  secret  shipping  of  arms, 
ammunition,  and  supplies,  purchased  in  Europe,  to  the 
American  colonies  in  support  of  the  Continental  Army. 

Earlier  Franklin  had  been  confronted  by  Arthur  Lee,  with 
charges  that  Franklin’s  nephew  Jonathan 
Williams  Jr.  had  misappropriated  100,000 
Livres  belonging  to  the  American  govern¬ 
ment  for  the  purchase  of  the  much  needed  sup¬ 
plies.  Lee,  an  American  minister  [who  replaced 
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his  refusal  to  go],  had  joined  Franklin  and 
Silas  Deane  in  Paris  on  their  mission  to 
bring  about  a  French  Alliance.  When  Lee 
learned  that  Franklin  had  met  individually 
with  Beaumarchais,  and  was  negotiating 
with  him  for  an  alliance,  he  became  out¬ 
raged  and  accused  everybody  concerned 
of  being  dishonest.  He  began  a  barrage  of 
guerrilla  diplomacy  against  both  Franklin, 
Deane  and  all  persons  concerned.  On 
March  27,  1779,  Franklin,  fed-up  with  the 
intrigue,  wrote  Lee  a  virulent  letter,  stead¬ 
fastly  declaring  “...The  suspicion  is 
groundless  and  injurious.  I  have  no  desire 
to  screen  Mr.  Williams  on  account  of  his 
being  my  nephew;  if  he  is  guilty  of  what 
you  charge  him  with,  I  care  not  how  soon 
he  is  deservedly  punished  and  the  family 
purged  of  him;  for  I  take  it  that  a  rogue 
living  in  a  family  is  a  greater  disgrace 
than  one  hanged  out  of  it.  If  he  is  inno¬ 
cent,  justice  requires  that  his  character 
should  be  speedily  cleared  from  the  heavy 
charge  with  which  you  have  loaded  on 
him.”  In  this  characteristic  letter,  written 
in  the  height  of  the  accusations,  Franklin 
objectively  approaches  the  matter,  and 
candidly  writes:  “ Great  objections  having 
been  made  by  the  honorable  Mr.  Arthur 
Lee  to  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Williams  late  agent  [representing  the  American  merchants  and  ship  owners]  for  the  Commissioners  at 
Nantes,  which  are  therefore  yet  unsettled ,  and  as  not  being  conversant  in  mercantile  business,  I  cannot  well  judge  of  them,  and  therefore,  as  well 
as  for  other  reasons,  I  did  not  and  cannot  undertake  to  examine  them  myself,  and  they  may  be  better  examined  at  Nantes  where  the  business  was 
transacted  than  either  here  or  in  America.  I  beg  the  favour  of  you.  Gentlemen,  that  you  would  for  the  sake  of justice  and  of  the  public  good,  take 
the  trouble  upon  you;  and  make  report  to  me  thereupon.  Which  I  do  hereby  agree  shall  be  conclusive  and  final  ( subject  only  to  the  Revision  of 
Congress)  in  case  Mr.  Williams  shall  previously  sign  an  engagement  to  abide  thereby.  If  it  should  not  suit  you  all  to  attend  to  this  business  I  shall 
be  content  with  the  judgment  of  as  many  of  you  as  can  and  will  attend  it,  the  number  not  being  less  than  three.  If  an  equal  number  undertake  it, 
and  should  be  divided  in  their  opinions,  I  request  them  to  join  me  in  choosing  an  Umpire  that  the  matter  may  be  concluded.  I  did  desire  Mr.  Lee 
if  he  had  any  further  objections  to  furnish  you  with  them;  but  he  has  in  a  letter  to  me  declined  it.  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  with  great  respect...” 
In  a  handwritten  postscript,  Franklin  carefully  adds  “ Hoping  you  will  comply  with  my  request  I  have  ordered  Mr.  Williams  to  lay  his  records  fully 
before  you.”  Ink  somewhat  light,  however  completely  legible.  Silas  Deane  was  finally  recalled.  He  returned  to  America  with  his  reputation  ruined 
and  was  summarily  dismissed.  The  Congress,  after  hearing  counter  charges  brought  against  Lee  from  Deane,  decided  that  whatever  the  truth  the  “sus¬ 
picions  and  animosities”  which  had  arisen  among  the  commissioners  were  “highly  prejudicial  to  the  honor  and  interests  of  the  United  States.” 
Ultimately  Lee  was  also  recalled,  leaving  only  Franklin  to  carry  on  in  Europe.  In  this  fine  letter  Franklin  exhibits  his  talent  for  clear,  level,  democrat¬ 
ic  thinking  and  the  innate  wisdom  that  won  for  him  the  important  position  of  negotiator  for  the  United  States.

Choice  Autograph  Letter  Signed  " Your  old  friend  /  Lafayette,  in  French,  1-1/6 
pages,  small  4to,  “La  grange”  (his  castle  in  Brie,  near  ParisJ,  July  23,  1827.  Integral  address  leaf, 
penned  in  a  secretarial  hand,  to  "Monsieur  Le  Capt.  Baudin  /  Cher  Monsieur  Ternaux  /  place  des  vic- 
toires  no.  6  /  Paris.’"  Writing  his  esteemed  military  comrade,  Lafayette  states:  My  dear  Captain,  thank 
you  very  much  for  having  given  me  your  news  and  introducing  Mr.  Andell  to  me .  He  arrived  at  the  very 
moment  we  received  the  History  of  the  National  Guard  in  which  Mr.  Comte  renders  justice  to  his  fine 
behavior  in  the  affair  of  my  two  colleagues.”  Lafayette  was  undoubtedly  depicted  as  a  major  character 
in  Comte’s  The  History  of  the  National  Guard  because  of  his  heroic  pursuits  during  the  French 
Revolution.  While  serving  as  Vice  President  of  the  French  National  Assembly,  in  July,  1789,  Lafayette 
brought  about  the  formation  of  the  National  Guard,  which  he  then  commanded,  to  prevent  the  worst 
excesses  of  the  revolutionary  mobs  in  Paris,  and  was  charged  mainly  with  the  nearly  impossible  task  of 
protecting  Louis  XVI  and  his  family.  Continuing  with  news,  he  writes:  “ Monsieur  de  Corcelles,  his  son  and  one  of  his  daughters  happened  to  be  at  La 
Grange.  And  since  he  was  here  on  familiar  ground,  1  showed  him  my  farm  which  he  liked  very  much.  Above  all,  he  praised  my  two  beautiful  Normandy 
cows  which  are  the  object  of  everyone  s  admiration.  He  was  especially  pleased  to  have  made  my  acquaintance.  We  talked  about  manufacturing,  and  I 
would  like  him  to  help  me  to  establish  a  small  agricultural  county  fair  in  Rolay,  a  chief  town  in  this  district.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  a  suitable  place  to 
market  the  long  wool  of  England  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  whole  countryside  is  covered  with  flocks  of  merino  sheep,  pure  or  crossbred.  I,  myself,  who 
takes  care  of  thousands  of  animals  producing  superfine  wool,  would  like  to  cross  the  merino  with  a  breed  whose  power  and  merit  I  recognize.  But  the 
profit  from  such  a  novelty  would  be  fleeting,  and  when  things  have  settled  down,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  merino  grazing  on  good  pasture  and  enjoying  a 
first  class  vegetation  ought  to  be  left  in  their  perfect  state,  so  that  the  long  wool  merinos  continue  to  graze  infields  supplied  with  sufficient  water  and 
rich  pasture.  However,  it  is  possible  that  I  may  be  wrong.”  Lafayette  had  just  been 
reelected  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  and  acknowledges  the  backing  provided  by  his 
old  comrade.  “The  role  you  played  in  my  election  does  not  surprise  me. ..And  after 
having  wished  not  to  be  condemned  to  the  work  of  that  chamber,  I  must  confess  that 
the  renewed  efforts  of  my  supporters,  the  obstacles  they  overcame  and  the  price  that 
our  enemies  had  to  pay  for  their  defeat  have  reconciled  me  to  my  nomination.  And 
yet,  I  do  not  see  how  I  could  be  of  service  in  that  district.  As  you  know,  I  am  very  sen¬ 
sitive  to  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me  as  the  representative  of  the  electors  of  the  war 
ofMeauxc.  I  am  addressing  this  letter  c/o  Mr.  Ternaux  in  accordance  with  the  request 
of  Mr.  Andell.  My  family  send  you  their  best  wishes.  Please  give  our  news  to  Madam 
Baudin  and  her  brother.  Come  to  see  us  here.  Waiting  for  a  word  from  you,  I  reiter¬ 
ate  my  tender  and  warm  affection.”  While  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,

Soon  after  the  death  of  George  Washington,  Henry 
Lee  wrote  a  congressional  resolution,  being  an  emotional  and  memorable  eulogy 
of  the  fallen  hero,  encompassing  the  immortal  lines  “first  in  war,  first  in  peace, 
and  first  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen.”  An  intimate  of  the  Washingtons  at 
Mount  Vernon,  he  was  looked  upon  as  part  of  the  family.  Undoubtedly  Custis 
stirred  by  Lee’s  memorial,  had  prepared  an  address  of  his  own,  entitled  the  “Youth 
of  America,”  and  forwarding  it  to  Lee,  it  had  struck  a  tender  cord,  encouraging 
Lee  to  write:  “Y[ou]r  polite  note  accompanying  yr.  handsome  &  feeling  address  to 
the  youth  of  America  was  duely  [sic]  /•ec'[eive]r/;  the  perusal  gave  me  much  plea¬ 
sure.  The  sentiments  which  it  breathes  does  honor  to  yr.  heart  &  I  ardently  pray  a 
similar  spirit  may  pervade  the  rising  generation  throughout  these  States.  I  wish’d 
to  have  sent  the  paper  to  the  press  here,  but  referring  to  yr.  let[ic]r  I  find  no  per¬ 
mission  of  that  sort,  &  therefore  have  confined  my  communication  of  it  to  my  own 
circle.  With  best  wishes  for  yr.  welfare...”  Integral  address  leaf  written  out  by 
Lee  and  bearing  his  scarce  Frank  “H.  Lee.”  Docketed  by  Parke  Custis

Prussian-bom  soldier;  served  on  Gen.  Washington’s  staff  as  inspector  general  of  the  Continental  Army;  credited  with 
bringing  to  the  colonial  citizen  army  a  discipline  and  effectiveness  it  had  hitherto  lacked.  Ornate,  partly-printed 
Document  Signed  “Frhr:  v:  Steuben”  with  paraph,  as  President  of  the  German  Society  of  New  York  City,  in 
German,  1  page,  oblong  folio  [ca.  12”  x  15-7/8”],  New  York  City,  October  3,  1785.  Countersigned  by  “Wm. 

Wilmerding,"  Secretary.  Red  wax  seal  [cracked].  Certificate  for  membership  in  the  German  Society,  issued  to 
“ Herr  Wilhem  Leonhardt.”  Engraved  by  Meyer  and  Abraham  Godwin,  depicting  an  early  view  of  New  York  City, 
sailing  ships  approaching  shore  with  Native  American  and  a  conquering  soldier  shown  in  side  vignettes.  General 
von  Steuben  organized  and  trained  the  Continental  Army  although  he  spoke  no  English.  He  reported  to  Washington  at  Valley  Forge  and  achieved  per¬ 
haps  the  most  rapid  military  training  in  the  history  of  warfare.  If  Washington  was  the  father  of  the  American  Army,  von  Steuben  was  its  first  teacher. 
Like  many  of  the  German  volunteers,  he  remained  in  America  after  the  war  and  became  a  citizen.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  he  was  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Continental  Army,  he  did  not  became  an  American  citizen  until  July  1786.  Uniformly  browned,  with  chipping  at  edges.  A 
rare  form  of  a  scarce  autograph.

aitho  they  could  not  both  have  come  at  the  same  time,  as  yours  has  the  Post 
mark  of  a  Bristol  Ship  Letter,  and  his  appears  to  have  been  sent  under  Cover. 

You  may  believe.  I  was  not  a  little  pleased  at  receiving  a  Letter  from  you,  whom 
I  had  so  long  been  under  expectation  of  hearing  from,  not  because  you  are  in 
my  debt  as  a  Correspondent  or  that  I  expect  greater  attention  from  my  friends 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  than  I  pay  them;  but  purely  from  the  affection¬ 
ate,  social,  industrious  turn  of  mind  that  you  possess,  and  which  I  have  always 
had  a  long  ambition  to  Emulate.  That  i  may  put  you  in  my  debt  once  more,  and 
that  I  may  have  the  pleasure  of  hearing  from  you  the  Chit  Chat  of  the  favorite 
island,  I  have  sat  down  to  write  you  upon  such  subjects  as  may  occurr  [sic]  to 

me.  but  without  any  direct  one  being  in  view.  The  first  maker  of  moment  that  presents  itself  to  my  remembrance,  and 
what  will  appear  to  you  a  very  singular  part  of  my  history,  is  that  I  have  long  been  a  married  man.  Whether  the  fates 
brought  about  this  change  in  my  condition,  whether  heaven  directed  it,  or  by  whatever  means  it  was  produced  I  will  not 
take  upon  me  to  say;  but  certain  it  is  that  /  have  enjoyed  more  happiness  since  I  have  been  a  Benedict  fi’  Simpson 
writes  that  his  wife  brought  no  dowry  but  was  a  woman  of  good  character  and  company  and  complains  of  the  disposition 
of  an  estate  by  an  inept  lawyer  named  Duncan.  In  conclusion,  he  writes:  “ You  astonish  me  with  the  information  that 
Governor  Young  has  taken  upon  him  to  dispose  of  the  Lands  that. ..Commissioners  had  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
of  ...building  forts. ..Surely  no  Governor  can  have  power  to  alter  an  appropriation  made  by  the  Kings 
Commissioners. ..unless  he  has  special  authority  for  that  purpose,  which  I  am  persuaded  he  has  not.  because , iris... a 
clear  contradiction  of  the  Kings  Instructions...”  Simpson  touches  upon  many  subjects.  The  great  significance  of  this 
letter  is  not  so  much  the  content  but  the  fact  that  it  had  to  pass  through  a  very  effective  American  naval  blockade  of 
British  shipping  to  arrive  at  its  destination.  Some  age-toning  and  stains,  otherwise  in  fine  condition  and  with  intriguing 
content.

Rare  war- 
date  Manuscript  Letter  Signed  "Go:  Washington"  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
American  Army,  1  page,  tall  tolio,  "Head  Quarters  at  New  Windsor ,”  [Connecticut], 
January  7,  1781.  W  hile  the  war  rages  on,  and  soldiers  are  starving,  and  practically 
bare,  the  General  takes  time  to  write  a  soothing  letter  to  placate  the  feelings  of  two  of 
his  ranking  otticers.  In  flourishing  style  the  General  announces  “/  certify  that,  in  the 
dispute  of  Rank  between  Majors  [William?]  Hull  and  [Thomas]  Cogswell,  which  was 
ultimately  determined  in  favor  of  the  former,  there  was  no  personal  preference  to 
Major  Hull,  but  that  his  succession  to  the  vacant  Lieutenant  Colonelcy  depended 
solely  upon  the  established  principles  of  promotion,  he  having  been  considered  as  an 
older  Major  than  Major  Cogswell  from  the  time  of  the  new  arrangement  of  the  Army 
in  1777.  And  l  do  further  certify  that  Major  Cogswell  has  been  always  represented 
to  me  as  an  intelligent,  brave  and  active  Officer.  Given  at  Head  Quarters  at  New 
Windsor  the  7th  of  January  1781.”  William  Hull,  a  favorite  of  Washington,  had 
crossed  the  Delaware  with  the  General  and  had  helped  in  the  victory  at  Trenton  and 
Princeton.  He  was  promoted  major  of  the  8th  Massachusetts,  on  January  1,  1777.  In 

1779  he  was  given  the  promotion  to 
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Lieutenant  Colonel,  which  is  probably 
when  the  dispute  commenced.  Eventually 
Hull  was  commissioned  Brigadier  General 
USA.  Cogswell  was  promoted  Major  on 
January  21,  1777,  giving  Hull  a  full  20  days 
seniority.  Cogswell,  after  a  distinguished 
career  in  the  American  Army,  was  unhappy 
about  the  usurpation,  of  what  he  considered 
his  promotion,  and  unimpressed  with 
General  Washington’s  sworn  certification, 
resigned  his  commission  in  the  1st 
Massachusetts  Infantry,  to  date  from 

January  1,  1781.  It  is  purported  that  he  later  re-enlisted  and  became  Wagon  Master  General  of  the  Continental 
Army,  overseeing  the  delivery  of  arms  and  ammunitions,  uniforms  and  forage  to  the  Colonial  troops  until  the 
close  of  the  war.  A  rare  and  historic,  unpublished  Washington  letter  in  fine  condition.

daring  raid  on  two  banks  in  Coffeeville;  arriving  there,  the  gang: 
met  heavy  fire  from  the  enraged  townspeople  and  on  October  5- 
1892,  Emmett  was  wounded,  his  brothers  Robert  and  Gratton,  and 
two  other  members  of  the  gang  were  killed;  Emmett  was  captured 
and  given  a  long  prison  sentence.

Confederate  general;  veteran  of  the  Mexican  War,  receiving  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  for  his  efforts;  member  of  Arkansas  state  legislature;  in  1X61 
appointed  Colonel  1st  Arkansas  Infantry,  calling  for  volunteers  to  follow  him  even  before  the  state  had  officially  seceded;  at  the  head  of  his  regiment. 
900  strong,  of  men  responding  to  his  call,  he  led  them  successfully  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  for  which  he  received  the  commission  of  Brigadier  General; 
transferred  to  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  in  time  to  participate  in  the  battle  of  Prairie  Grove,  and  played  a  major  part  in  the  repulse  of  Steele’s 
Camden  expedition;  on  the  suggestion  of  E.  Kirby-Smith,  he  was  raised  to  Major  General  and  took  part  in  General  Sterling  Price's  lack  luster  invasion 
of  Missouri;  refused  to  surrender  on  the  same  terms  as  Lee  and  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  had  done,  but  eventually  gave  up,  and  was  paroled  June 
20,  1865;  postwar,  Fagan  was  appointed  marshal  for  the  western  district  at  Fort  Smith,  by  President  Grant,  and  two  years  later,  receiver  for  the  Land 
Office  at  Little  Rock.  Fine  partly-printed  Document  Signed  “J.F.  Fagan”  as  U.S.  Marshal,  1-1/2  pages,  tall  folio.  Western  District  of  Arkansas.

W.R.  Walker,  U.S.  Deputy  Marshal. ..at  my  place  of  residence,  as  one  of  his  posse  comilatus,  to  assist  in  executing  a  capias  writ,  issued  by  Floyd  C. 
Babcock  Esq.  U.S.  Commissioner.. .against  John  Grass  One  Smoker  &  Wade  Lucky,  charged  with  Larceny  at  Salem  Dist.  Cherokee  Nation,  county, 
Ark...I  proceeded  in  company  with  said  marshal. ..in  the  Indian  country. ..and  there  assisted  him  in  making  the  arrest...”  Signed  by  “Wm.  E  Brown.” 
”Jas.  O.  Churchill”  as  Clerk  U.S.  Dist.  Court  West.  Dist.  of  Ark.,  and  of  course  by  Fagan  at  the  conclusion.  A  most  unusual  formal  document  for  the 
arrest  of  two  Cherokee  Indians.  Minor  fold  breaks,  otherwise  very  good.

be  able  to  get  down  there,  if  you  and  Henry  can  come  up  any  where 
from  the  25th  of  April  to  the  1st  of  May  l  can  be  with  you.  There  is  a 
law  against  hunting  at  this  time  of  year  and  there  is  no  place  to  fish 
near  here,  if  you  all  will  come  say  get  here  Friday  the  24th  day  of 
March  we  will  locate  some  mining  Claims  in  a  district  where  I  think 
we  have  a  good  chance  to  make  a  stake  /  have  property  in  this  Dist.

American  inventor  of  the  rapid-fine  gun  known  as  the  “Gatling 
Gun”  [patented  November  4,  1862)  which  saw  limited  use  near 
the  end  of  the  Civil  War,  by  General  Butler  around  Petersburg, 
and  some  use  on  gunboats,  especially  by  D.D.  Porter  on  his  tin- 
clad  squadron;  his  revolving  battery  gun,  with  ten  parallel  barrels, 
firing  1200  shots  a  minute,  was  not  officially  adopted  by  the  U.S. 
Army  until  1866;  although  others  experimented  with  rapid-fire 
multiple-shot  guns,  Gatling’s  was  without  equal;  highly  success¬ 
ful  as  the  inventor  and  manufacturer  of  agricultural  implements. 
Scarce  Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “R.J.  Gatlin g"  as  President, 
1/2  page,  4to,  on  imprinted  “Office  of  The  Gatling  Gun 
Company”  stationery,  Hartford,  Conn.  July  1 1,  1885.  Writing  to 
“Colt's  Pat  Fire  Arms  Mfg.  Co.,  Hartford,  Conn.,"  Gatling  for¬ 
mally  orders  that  Colt  “Please  construct  for  us,  at  vour  earliest 
convenience,  a  model  gun,  like  those  last  furnished  to  the  United 
States,  but  using  the  spring  extractor.”  Samuel  Colt,  also  an 
inventor  of  arms,  during  the  Civil  War  unsuccessfully  experi¬ 
mented  with  his  version  of  a  repeating  rifle  based  on  the  principle 
of  his  splendid  six-shot  pistol.  In  fine  condition. 


50  AMERICAN  WEST:  HOUSTON,  SAM  ($1700-Up) 

Texas  patriot;  soldier;  Indian  advocate;  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives;  Governor  of  Tennessee;  relocated  to  Texas,  upon 
the  growing  agitation  for  Texas  Independence;  fought  against  the 
army  of  General  Santa  Anna,  and  dealt  them  a  smashing  defeat  at 
San  Jacinto,  capturing  the  Mexican  general;  three-times  elected 
President  of  the  Republic  of  Texas;  served  in  the  Texas  legisla¬ 
ture;  with  the  admission  of  Texas  to  the  Union,  he  was  sent  to  the 
U.S.  Senate  and  remained  there  nearly  14  years;  opposed  seces¬ 
sion  but  finally  acquiesced,  refusing  to  swear  allegiance  to  the 


Confederacy;  died  in  Huntsville,  Texas  on  July  26,  1863.  Legal 
Manuscript  Document  Signed  “Sam  Houston,"  3-1/3  pages, 
folio,  n.p.  Nacogdoches  County  District  Court,  Fall  Term  1855. 
A  lengthy  sworn  deposition,  by  Houston,  explaining  about  the  dis¬ 
crepancy  in  an  original  land  grant  issued  to  him,  and  a  later  sur¬ 
vey.  In  their  opening  statement,  Houston’s  lawyers  announce: 
“Now  comes  the  plaintiff  [Sam  Houston]  and  moves  the  court  to 
grant  a  new  trial  because  the  court  erred  in  rejecting  the  title  ( tes¬ 
timonies)  and  Certified  copy  of  the  Original  title  from  the  General 
Land  Office.  Because  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  allow  plaintiff 
to  withdraw  his  announcement  of  readiness  for  trial,  and  the  case 
from  the  jury."  Signed  “Ochiltree  &  Walker  for  Plff." 
Continuing  on,  the  lawyers  lay  out  their  case,  relating  that 
Houston  “...the  Plaintiff  who  being  duly  sworn  says  that  before 
the  commencement  of  this  Court  he  had  confidently  expected  to  be 
present  on  the  trial  of  this  case,  and  he  should  have  been  in  atten¬ 


dance  on  the  calling  of  the  cause  for  trial  -  and  before  Said  Court 
convened  he  had  received  information  that  the  cause  had  been  by 
consent  of  counsel  of  record  on  both  sides,  Agreed  to  be  post¬ 
poned... as  his  wife  was  unwell  he  desired  to  remain  at  home  as 
long  as  he  safely  might,  and  arrived  here  on  the  day  of  the  rendi¬ 
tion  of  the  Judgment... and.,  found  the  case  disposed  of  -  he  states 
that  his  title  has  not... ever  been  disputed  as  a  valid  grant... and 
indeed  states  that  until... disposition  of  this  case  his  own  attention 
had  not  been  directed  to. ..the  discrepancy  in  respect  to  the  field 
notes  of  said  grant  showing  the  grant  to  have  been  for  one  fourth 
of  a  League  and  the  field  notes  for  a  much  smaller  quantity... the 
grant  being  in  Spanish  &  he  being  ignorant  of  said  language  he 
believed  that  the  Grant  contained. ..notes  of  both  Slaveys. ..Shortly 
thereafter  the  residue  of  said  Land  was  surveyed  in  the  then  State 
of  Coahuila  &  Texas  before  the  issuance  and  completion  of  Said 
Grant. ..for  several  terms  preceding  of  this  Hon.  court  his  public 
duties  as  U.S.  Senator  have  required  his  absence  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  and  he  has  thus  been  disabled  from  giv¬ 
ing  his  personal  attention  to  the  case,  and  from 
the  fact  that  he  had  not  discovered  the 
defect. ..nor  had  it  been  pointed  out  nor 
excepted  to  previously  on  the  previous 
trial  or  in  any  manner. ..he  would  have 
been  greatly  surprised  on  said  trial  to 
have  heard  the  objection. ..and  required

American  poet;  migrated  with  his  family  to  the  frontier  of  near  Eugene  Oregon;  his 
youth  filled  with  gambling,  horse  stealing,  mining  for  gold,  and  fighting  Indians;  for 
a  short  time  in  1862,  operated  a  pony  express,  to  make  money;  in  1863  acquired  the 
Eugene  Democratic  Register,  in  which  he  published  his  first  article,  a  defense  of  the 
legendary  California  brigand  Joaquin  Murieta,  thereafter  acquiring  the  nickname 
Joaquin;  published  his  first  volumes  of  poems  in  1868-69,  which  drew  little  atten¬ 
tion,  not  until  he  traveled  to  London  and  published  Pacific  Poems  did  the  critics 
take  his  work  seriously,  and  by  1871,  was  hailed  as  the  "Byron  of  Oregon”;

Twenty-sixth  President  of  the  United  States  [1901-09],  succeeding  to  the  presidency  upon 
the  death  of  McKinley;  notable  during  his  administration  were  the  acquisition  of  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone  and  the  beginning  of  construction  on  the  Panama  Canal;  instrumental  in  negotiat¬ 
ing  the  treaty  ending  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  for  which  he  received  the  Nobel  Prize  for 
peace;  instituted  aggressive  policies  in  regulating  business  and  curbing  trusts,  especially  dis¬ 
solution  of  Standard  Oil  Co.;  active  in  efforts  to  conserve  natural  resources;  in  1904, 
announced  Roosevelt  Corollary,  making  U.S.  defender  of  Western  Hemisphere.  Fine 
Document  Signed  “T.  Roosevelt"  as  President,  1  page,  legal  folio,  “White  House.

Principal  Chief  of  the  Cherokee 
Nation,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  is  an  act  of  the  National  Council  of  said  Nation 
passed  at  its  regular  session,  1902,  and  I  do  hereby  submit  the  same  for  the  approval  of  the 
President  oftlfe  United  States  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 
1901  ...entitled,  'An  Act  making  Appropriations  for  the  Current  and  Contingent  Expenses  of 
the  Indian  Department  and  for  Fulfilling  Treaty  Stipulations.  .  . In  Witness  whereof  I  have 
hereunto  signed  my  name  as  Principal  Chief  of  the  Cherokee  Nation. ..and  caused  the  great 
seal  of  the  nation  to  be  affixed...”  Boldly  signed  by  Chief  Buffington.  Also  included  is  a 
copy  of  the  Cherokee  Senate  Bill  No.  30,  which  was  also  submitted  to  Roosevelt  for  approval, 
by  way  of  an  explanation  of  the  expenses.  Titled  “An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the 
traveling  expenses  of  W.W.  Hastings  to  Washington,  D.C...”  The  Act  explains  “ That  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  Dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  W.W. 
Hastings  to  and  from  Washington.  DC.,  to  make  an  oral  argument  before  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  in  support  of  the  claims  of  the  Cherokee  Nation  in  citizenship  cases  Passed  the 
Senate  December  6,  1902...”  Signed  by  “T.M.  Buffington,”  as  well  as  four  other  ranking  Cherokee  Indians  “Ed  W.  Washbourne,”  Clerk  of  Senate. 
“McCoy  Smith,”  Speaker  of  Council,  “C.S.  Shelton,”  Clerk  of  Council,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate.  Both  pages  in  choice  condition.  An  historic 
document  linking  the  Rough  Rider  with  the  Wild  West!

Sheridan,  at  this 
time,  was  making  his  headquarters  in  New  Orleans,  being  ordered 


50,000  veterans,  as  a  show  of  strength, 
along  the  Texas/Mexican  border,  to  disillusion  any  attempt  of 
“Emperor”  Maximilian  gaining  a  long-term  foothold  in  Mexico. 
Custer,  now  a  full  Major  General  of  Volunteers,  following 
Sheridan  south,  had  just  arrived  in  Alexandria,  La.,  and  was  orga¬ 
nizing  his  new  command  of  4000  volunteers,  for 
their  long  march  to  the  Texas  border.  These  sea¬ 
soned  men  had  enlisted  during  the  Civil  War  for 
three  years,  or  the  duration,  and  had  served  honor¬ 
ably,  but  now  that  the  war  was  over,  they  wanted  to 
go  home.

Lindbergh  warmly  relates  Dear 
Congressman  Fish  Before  more  lime  passes,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your 
assistance  and  consideration  during  the  time  I  was  in  Washington  to  testif\ 
before  the  Foreign  Relations  committee.  /  especially  |  sic J  enjoyed  having  din¬ 
ner  at  your  home  the  previous  evening  and  lunch  during  the  noon  recess  of  the 
committee.  I  hope  you  will  extend  my  thanks  to  Mrs  Fish  for  both  these  occa¬ 
sions.  I  returned  the  corrected  manuscript  to  Mr.  Bloom,  Special  Delivery,  this 
afternoon.

American  pioneer  stunt  pilot.  An  enormous  Aviation  Archive  of 
100  plus  items  including  4  trophies,  sterling  and  silver  plate.  This 
archive  includes:  over  30  photographs,  pilot  licenses,  8  log  books 
with  entries  from  1929  through  1942  (comprising  over  270 
pages),  and  race  memorabilia,  most  of  which  dates  to  the  early 
1930’s.  The  first  woman  to  receive  a  Connecticut  pilot’s  license, 
as  well  as,  the  first  to  secure  a  license  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce,  she  began  flying  at  an  early  age,  inspired  the 
achievements  made  by  her  female  idols,  and  was  awarded  a  pilot’s 
license  by  Orville  Wright  [see  lot  under  Orville  Wright  below]; 
later  she  founded  her  own  training  school  for  women;  Governor  of 
the  New  England  chapter  of  the  99’s  club,  at  the  time  when 
Amelia  Earhart  was  national  president;  an  active  member  of  the 
Be  sty  Ross  Flying  Corps  [a  women’s  air  reserve  organization 
which  was  designed  to  function  during  times  of  war,  to  shuttle 
soldiers,  supplies,  and  equipment,  and  free  up  able-bodied  fighter 
pilots];  she  sought  to  promote  women  as  competent  if  not  exam- 
plarly  aviators;  the  relationship  between  Sansom  and  Earhart  is 
well  attested  to  in  newspaper  clippings  from  a  visit  Earhart  made 
to  New  York  City  aboard  the  “lie  de  France.”  Other  notables  rep¬ 
resented  or  mentioned  in  this  archive  include  two  fine  pho¬ 
tographs  of  an  informal  wedding  reception  given  by  Mrs.  Samson 
at  her  New  York  City  apartment  were  she  is  joined  by  Mayor 
Robert  L.  Wagner.  Many  photographs  depict  other  aviators  and 
aircraft,  such  as  “Outdoor  Girl,”  Mrs.  Sansom ’s  plane  which  was 
to  be  christened  by  First  Lady  Eleanor  Roosevelt;  her  trophies 
include:  2  awards  from  the  All  American  Air  Race  at  Miami  in 
1935,  comprised  of  a  futuristic  globe  supported  by  figural  tripod 
eagles  on  a  plinth  base,  and  surmounted  by  an  airplane;  the 
Kimball  Cup  Award  for  the  N.E.  99’s  in  1934;  and  the  impressive 
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Meridien  Air  Meet  Trophy  from  1933,  which  stands  31-3/4”  high, 
executed  in  the  art  deco  manner,  it  is  composed  of  a  winged 
female  deity  holding  aloft  a  flaming  vessel  from  which  emanate 
the  rays  of  the  sun,  engraved  on  the  plinth  base  “...High  Scoring 
Aviatrix.”

Union  officer  and  philanthropist  from  New  York;  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  Civil  War.  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  and  was  named 
Colonel,  Volunteer  Aide-de-Camp  to  Major  General  George  B. 


McClellan,  from  November,  1861  until  July,  1862;  brevetted 
Brigadier  General  USV,  for  meritorious  services  during  the 
Peninsular  Campaign;  postwar,  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Legion; 
grandson  of  the  financier,  he  inherited  and  expanded  the  family 
fortune.  Choice  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “J.J.  Astor,"  1  page, 
8vo,  on  black-bordered,  personal  monogrammed  stationery,  n.p. 
[New  York],  undated  “Tuesday  Morning”  [ca.  1876].  To 
“J[ames]  D[avid]  Smillie  Esqr.  /  President  etc."  [painter  and 
engraver,  who  was  founder  and  president,  from  1873  to  1879,  of 
the  American  Water  Color  Society].  Concerning  a  painting  that 
was  probably  to  be  loaned  by  Astor  for  an  exhibition  at  the 
Society,  he  relates:  "My  dear  Sir,  The  water  color  painting  by 
Mr.  S.  Colman,  will  be  delivered  to  any  one  authorized  by  you  to 
receive  it.  Directions  to  this  effect  have  been  given  to  my  ser¬ 
vants...”  Astor,  by  choice,  accustomed  himself  to  a  life  of 
extreme  simplicity,  but  just  after  the  death  of  his  father,  his  wife 
persuaded  him  that  the  matter  of  simplicity  had  been  overdone. 
After  that,  there  came  lavish  expenditures  for  entertainments, 
paintings,  furniture,  and  books,  including  a  first  class  chef.  Slight 
narrow  age-tone  strip  at  head  of  letter,  not  affecting  any  writing.

Union  officer  from  New  York;  antebellum  attorney  and  politician; 
commissioned  Lieutenant  Colonel  73rd  New  York  Infantry;  while 
participating  in  the  Peninsular  Campaign,  he  was  captured  at 
Williamsburg,  made  a  prisoner  of  war,  and  spent  several  months 
in  Libby  and  Salisbury  prisons;  after  his  exchange,  in  September. 
1862,  he  was  promoted  Colonel  162nd  New  York  Infantry;  partic¬ 
ipated  at  Port  Hudson  as  a  brigade  commander  in  Banks'  XIX 
Corps,  Army  of  the  Gulf;  during  the  Red  River  Campaign  of 
1864,  Benedict’s  brigade,,  positioned  to  hold  the  left-flank  of  the 
Union  line,  was  attacked  by  Confederate  General  James  C. 
Tappan,  driving  back  the  New  Yorkers,  crushing  the  unit  and 
killing  its  gallant  commander;  posthumously  awarded  the  brevet 
of  Brigadier  General  USV,  on  March  13,  1865.

your  election  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  society,  as 
President  of  the  Fraternity  -  Alpha  of  Maine.  The  reason  you 
were  not  earlier  informed  is  that  we  left  the  duty  to  the  corre¬ 
sponding  secretary  and  he  did  not  happen  to  be  present  at  the 
meeting.  We  trust  you  may  be  able  to  attend  our  next  annual 
meeting  on  Thursday  next  at  eight  o'  clock  A.M.”  Chamberlain 
boldly  signs  himself  adding  “ Recording  Secy.”  Fessenden,  a  nat¬ 
ural  choice  for  this  distinguished  honor,  was  a  Representative 
from  Maine,  a  Senator  from  Maine,  a  former  graduate  of  Bowdin 
College,  and  at  this  time  a  member  of  the  governing  board.  Both 
of  Fessenden’s  sons,  James  D.  and  Francis,  also  graduated  from 
Bowdin.  During  the  Civil  War,  they  both  enlisted  in  the  Union 
Army,  and  both  achieved  the  rank  of  general.  Choice  association.

($425-Up) 

American  politician  and  editor;  during  the  Civil  War,  was 
appointed  Assistant  Secretary  of  War  by  President  Lincoln,  the 
first  in  history,  to  help  run  the  sometimes  overwhelming  War 
Department;  originally  a  managing  editor  for  Greeley’s  N.Y. 
Tribune ;  postwar,  editor  and  owner  of  the  New  York  Sun. 
Uncommon  and  choice  war-date  Autograph  Letter  Signed  ”C.A. 
Dana”  while  Asst.  Secretary  of  War,  1-1/3  pages,  4to,  on  imprint¬ 
ed  “War  Department,  Washington  City”  stationery,  January  18, 
1864.  Writing  to  a  “ Major  B.H.  Peterson,"  Dana  officially 
informs  the  Major  of  the  current  policy  in  regard  to  prisoners  of 
war,  penning:  “ According  to  the  present  orders  of  this  department 
no  rebel  prisoners  are  released  on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance, 
but  on  making  written  application  they  may  be  exempted  from 
being  exchanged  &  sent  back  to  the  South.  There  are  many  appli¬ 
cations  for  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but  the  Secretary  of  War 
[Edwin  M.  Stanton]  has  not  admitted  them  to  be  made."  Contrary 
to  Dana’s  information,  the  President  had,  on  December  8,  1863, 
announced  his  policy  on  rebel  prisoners:  “...I,  Abraham 
Lincoln. ..do  proclaim,  declare,  and  make  known  to  all 
persons. ..that  a  full  pardon  is  granted  to  them,  and  each  of  them, 
with  a  restoration  of  all  rights. ..upon  the  condition  that  every  such 
person  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath...”  of  allegiance,  and  be 
allowed  to  return  to  the  South.  Stanton,  with  his  overblown  opin¬ 
ion  of  his  own  worth,  considered  his  views  more  important  than 
those  of  the  President.  This  is  scarce  actual  documentation  show¬ 
ing  Stanton  usurping  the  President’s  authority.  Minor  defects, 
otherwise  in  fine  condition.

Eads  contracted  with  the  Federal  government  to  produce  seven  of  these 
special  boats  in  sixty-live  days;  all  were  completed  in  due  time,  including 
an  eighth,  belonging  to  Eads,  incorporating  a  steam  driven  guncarriage.  of 
his  own  design;  during  the  Civil  War,  Eads  was  involved  in  constructing 
or  converting  over  21  diflerent.  not  including  the  first  8,  war  ships;  in 

1865.  a  bill  introduced  into  Congress,  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Mississippi  at  St.  Louis,  was  the  next  challenge  for  Lads; 
deemed  impracticable,  he  proceeded  with  the  construction,  and  successfully  completed  it  in  1874;  in  quick  succession  came  the  proposal  to  open  the 
mouth  s  of  the  Mississippi  River  into  the  Gulf,  then  improvements  to  the  harbors  of  Toronto,  Vera  Cru/  and  Tampico;  involved  in  the  opposition  to  the 
Suez  Canal.  Autograph  Letter  Signed  "Jas.  B.  Eads.”  2-3/4  pages.  New  York  City,  May  11,  1867.  An  important  letter  written  to  " Mi  I  dgai  I 
Welles.”  son  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Gideon  Welles,  reporting  on  the  initial  test  of  Eads’  steam  powered  gun  carriage.  Eads  warmly  relates  V 
received  your  valued  note  of  the  6th  and  regretted  that  you  could  not  he  present  at  the  testing  of  the  Steam  guncarriage,  more  especially  as  it  proved 
entirely  successful.  Capt.  Wise  was  so  well  satisfied  with  it  that  he  stated  to  me  that  he  did  not  desire  any  further  trial  of  it  and  would  give  me  a  letter 
stating  that  the  testing  of  it  was  so  satisfactory  that  I  was  relieved  from  any  obligation  contained  in  my  proposition  for  constructing  it  I  have  asked  the 
favor  of  him  to  permit  another  trial  of  it  next  Wednesday  as  there  are  several  officers  of  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army  who  desire  to  w  itness  it  If  he 
consents  to  it  I  hope  you  can  he  present  there.  The  gun  was  fired  4  times  in  less  than  5  minutes,  and  can  he  fired  I  am  sure  every  45  seconds  -  55  lb 
charges  were  used  with  solid  shot.

Swedish-born  engineer  and  inventor;  among  his  many  inventions  were  a  steam  boiler  with  artificial  drafts,  a  steam  fire  engine,  an  instrument  for  measur¬ 
ing  distances  at  sea,  the  Caloric  engine,  and  the  development  of  a  screw  propeller  that  revolutionized  sea  travel; 
during  the  Civil  War,  he  designed  and  constructed  the  famous  ironclad  Monitor  that  made  history  by  stopping  the 
formidable  Confederate  ship  Merrimac,  and  established  a  much-needed  naval  supremacy  for  the  Union;  he  revolu¬ 
tionized  naval  warfare,  and  put  an  end  to  the  era  of  wooden  ships.  Choice  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “J. 

Ericsson,”  1-1/2  pages,  4to,  n.p.,  October  28,  18[69?].  A  rather  unusual  letter,  giving  his  correspondent  counsel 

regarding  a  business  venture,  and  discussing  a  pro¬ 
ject  he  is  working  on.  Ericsson  pens;  “I  have 
perused  Messrs.  Driggs'  letter  carefully.  They  have 
at  last  taken  the  dangerous  ground  which  /  have 
apprehended  viz  that  if  the  arrangement  made 
through  myself  is  disturbed  the  allowance  of  $250 
for  use  of  [the]  engine,  acceded  to  he  Messrs. 

Driggs’  they  w  ill  have  a  perfect  right  to  repudi¬ 
ate  -  Under  these  circumstances  you  will  do  well 
not  to  press  the  matter  any  further.  You  have 
got  your  engine  quite  as  good  as  new.  You  have 
the  $1000,  and  you  have  the  benefit  of  Messrs. 

Driggs’  labor  to  carry  the  Insurance 
Companies.  The  balance  claimed  may  therefore 
be  considered  as  not  falling  very  heavy.  Yet  I 
would  still  counsel  resistance  had  not  the  good 
people  at  last  discovered  how  they  really  stand 
in  relation  to  the  $250  for  use  of  engine  which 

cannot  be  recovered  if  you  go  before  a  legal  tribunal.  The  Street  Locomotive?)  is 
progressing  finely  but  I  confess  the  interference  has  taxed  and  is  taxing  my  powers  to 
the  utmost.  To  make  out  every  plan  and  carry  out  such  a  work  in  six  weeks,  as  I  have 
undertaken  to  do,  amounts  to  nearly  a  physical  impossibility.  The  48  in.  twin  engine, 
the  molding  of  the  cylinders  of  w  hich  is  in  a  forward  state,  and  the  two  big  Screw 
engines  added  to  the  Street  Loco  altogether  call  for  labor  at  present  which  leave  not 
a  moment  for  the  slightest  recreation.  I  say  this  that  you  may  understand  why  the  writer  is  not  seen....”  In  a  final  statement,  Ericsson  sums  up  his  feel¬ 
ings,  relating:  “What  a  miserable,  not  to  say  hurtful,  article  Mr.  Riggs  published.  He  has  not  any  scheme  in  the  country  at  work  by  his  utter 
omission. ..to  prior  labors  and  prior  Rights.”  Ericsson,  after  the  war,  experimented  with  peaceful  uses  for  his  first  love,  the  Caloric  engine.  Originally 
developed  in  1833,  its  announcement  astonished  the  scientific  world,  but  after  practical  testing,  it  was  found  sluggish  and  too  large,  taking  up  too  much 
space  for  the  output  of  power.  However,  when  the  stationary  heat  generated  engine  was  redesigned  and  redeveloped  to  a  smaller  size,  it  was  successful¬ 
ly  used  in  mercantile  chores  and  in  pumping  water  into  professional  buildings  and  private  dwellings  in  New  York  City.  Minor  comer  chipping,  and 
slight  staining,  not  affecting  any  text.

Union  admiral;  credited  with  ordering  “ Damn  the  torpedoes,  full 
speed  ahead’’ ;  captured  New  Orleans,  and  opened  up  the 
Mississippi  for  the  Union;  promoted  Rear  Admiral  in  1862,  Vice- 
admiral  in  1864,  and  ultimately  awarded  the  title  of  Admiral,  the 
first  American  in  the  U.S.  Navy  to  hold  that  rank.  Choice,  early 
Autograph  Letter  Signed  “D.G.  Farragut,”  1  page,  8vo,  n.p. 
[Norfolk  Navy  Yard],  March  16,  1840.  Writing  to  “ Dear 
DeBree,”  [probably  John  DeBree,  later  Chief  of  Confederate 
Bureau  of  Provision  and  Clothing],  the  young,  egotistical  Farragut 
relates:  “If  the  epaulets  of  the  larger  size  are  all  disposed  of  I  will 
take  the  small  ones  but  I  should  greatly  prefer  the  former;  I  also 
wish  enough  of  the  webbing  of  both  colors  to  make  a  belt  of  each  - 
say  one  yard  &  1 14  each  -  if  there  are  mountings  to  suit  I  would 
like  a  clasp  also.  I  am  as  the  Frenchman  say  -  so  presser  [sic] 
that  I  can’t  call  this  morning.  We  men  of  importance  are  general¬ 
ly  in  that  predicament.”  Undoubtedly  Farragut,  informed  of  his 
pending  promotion  to  commander,  was  preparing  to  have  a  new 
uniform  made  befitting  his  rise  in  rank.  An  unusual  letter  of 
Farragut,  showing  a  sense  of  humor  which  he  seemed  to  abandon 
during  the  Civil  War.  Docketed  on  verso  by  DeBree,  relating 
“...Will  take  a  pair  of  Small  Epaulets  -  Webbing  -  Clasp  c fee.” 
Included  is  a  striking  Carte-de-Visite  photograph  of  the  Admiral, 
in  3/4  length,  in  uniform  by  Fredericks,  N.Y.  Both  in  very  good 
condition.

Gen.,’’  1  page,  oblong  8vo, 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  January  16,  1863.  A  rare  “pass”  written  out  by 
the  commanding  general  from  his  “Head  Quarters,  Dept,  of  the 
Tenn.,’’  ordering  all  guards  to  “ Pass  Mr.  C.W.  Ford  out  of  the 
City  to  St.  Louis  by  river  or  rail  at  his  option.  If  by  rail  free  to 
Columbus.”  Ford’s  destination,  St.  Louis  was  the  home  base  for 
James  B.  Eads,  the  noted  engineer  and  inventor  responsible  for  the 
birth  of  the  Mississippi  Squadron.  U.S.  Grant  owed  his  successes 
at  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson  in  part  to  the  support  of  the  “Tin- 
clad”  fleet  designed  for  operating  on  the  inland  waterways.  With 
a  plan  now  germinating  for  an  advance  on  Vicksburg,  Grant 
decided  to  move  gunboats  and  men  down  the  Yazoo  River  into 
Vicksburg  for  an  attack  through  the  rear  door.  This  naval  support 
was  vital  not  only  for  bringing  men  across  the  river  but  also  for 
ferrying  their  supplies.  In  fine  condition.  Scarce.

Legal  Manuscript  Document 
Signed  “//.  Hamlin ”  as  trustee  of  the  European  and  North

12,  1877.  An  interesting,  if  not  complicated  petition  filed  by  the 
European  and  North  American  Railway,  who  is  seeking  damages 
from  the  Bangor  city  council.  In  part  “ Whereas  by  the  building  of 
the  dam  at  Treats  Falls,  in  Bangor,  and  the  use  of  water  the  road 
bed  of  European  and  North  American  Railway  was  flowed,  and  it 
became  necessary  in  fall  of  1876,  to  raise  and  protect  the  same 
and  the  Trustees  of  said  railway  company  in  so  doing  expended 
$5,171.49  and  thereupon  made  their  petition  to  the  City  Council 
that  they  should  be  allowed  the  sum...”

A  personal  diary  kept  by  Private  Ernest  Coe, 
member  of  the  41st  Company  in  the  Newark  Brigade  of  the  New  Jersey  Militia. 
Contains  many  entries  relating  to  important  events  of  the  day,  frequently  with 
historical  significance.  One  entry  dated  February  1,  1865  states  ‘‘Yesterday 
Congress  abolished  slavery  in  the  United  States  of  America  &  wherever  its 
authority  extends..."  On  February  21,  Coe  records  that  ‘‘Charleston  Has  Fallen' 
news  by  steamer  from  Charleston  Harbor  that  Rebels  had  evacuated  the  City  & 
Ports  &  our  forces  had  taken  possession  (I  think  on  Friday  last)  and  at  that  time 
there  was  a  very  large  fire  burning  in  the  city  &  it  was  supposed  that  2/3  of  the 
city  would  be  destroyed.”  Compounding  the  significance  of  this  entry  is  that  of 
April  3,  which  has  a  bold  headline  across  the  top  of  the  page  ‘‘Richmond  R  E.  Lee 
Surrenders.”  Entry  reads  ‘‘News  from  President  Lincoln,  from  Gen.  Grant’s 
army,  that  Petersburg  &  Richmond  has  [sic]  been  captured.  Great  rejoicing  over 
the  country.  In  Wall  St.  N.Y.  the  crowd  sung  the  Long  Metre  Doxology  ( World 
Moves)...”  Two  days  later,  on  April  5,  he  proudly  writes  ‘‘Today  I  qualified  as 
Commissioner  of  Deeds..."  In  the  entry  of  April  10,  the  War  between  the  States 
takes  a  decisive  turn  " Yesterday  ( Sunday )  the  Rebel  Gen.  R  E.  Lee  surrendered  his 
entire  army  (what  was  not  captured)  to  Gen.  U.S.  Grant  which  practicable  [sic] 
ends  the  War.  Glory  be  to  God  who  has  given  us  the  victory.  They  are  firing 
Cannons  Ringing  Bells  &  Blowing  Whistles  5  P.M.  Like  4th  of  July.”  Boldly 
penned  across  the  top  of  the  page  for  his  entry  of  April  15,  1865,  a  mournful  Coe 
writes  ‘‘Death  of  President  Lincoln,"  he  continues  “ ...shot  last  night  by  an  assas¬ 
sin  died  this  morning  at  7:22  O'clock.  Flags  are  at  half  mast  &  many  are  draped  in  black,  a  large  number  of  stores  are  shut  up  and  draped  with  mourn¬ 
ing.  The  Nation  is  in  sorrow,  -  private  residences  all  over  the  city  are  being  draped.  The  Churches  are  draped  in  deep  mourning  in  token  of  the  great 
respect  and  love  for  the  President.”  On  April  16,  he  writes,  “We  draped  our  house  this  afternoon.  Also  our  office."  These  entries  concerning  the 
assassination  of  President  Lincoln  are  supplemented  by  several  original  newspaper  clippings  tipped  to  the  page,  and  include  Coe’s  eyewitness  account  of 
Lincoln’s  funeral  train.  “The  remains  of  Our  Beloved  Late  President  Abraham  Lincoln  passed  through  Newark  this  morning  about  9-1/4  o’clock  for 
N.Y.  City.  Business  was  suspended  until  the  train  passed.  Bells  tolled  &  cannons  fired,  stores  closed,  flags  at  half  mast,  and  a  large  concourse  of  peo¬ 
ple  at  the  RRoad.”  The  next  day,  he  writes  “Went  to  N.Y.  to  and  [sic]  saw  the  great  funeral  procession  over  President  Lincoln^  s]  Death.”  The  entry 
of  April  27  reports  “News  from  the  Government  that  J.  Wilkes  Booth  the  assassin  of  President  Lincoln  was  discovered  in  a  barn  near  Bowling  Green 
Va.  and  was  shot  by  Sargt.-  Boston  Corbett  of  the  16th  N.Y.  Cavalry  after  a  demand  and  refusal  to  surrender  himself,  he  lived  about  3  hours  -  an  accom¬ 
plice  named  David  C.  Harrold  was  also  captured  &  is  a  prisoner  at  Washington  D.C.”  Meanwhile  the  war  was  coming  to  a  conclusion,  as  Coe’s  entry 
of  April  28  attests  “News  from  Gen.  Grant,  from  Gen.  Sherman,  that  the  Rebel  Gen.  Johnson  has  surrendered  his  army,  which  was  the  only  large  force 
of  rebels  remaining  in  the  field  of  the  rebellion.”  With  his  newly  acquired  title,  the  author  writes  on  May  1  “Today  I  administered  the  first  oath  to  a 
person  as  Commissioner  of  Deeds."  Followed  by  the  entry  of  May  3  in  which  “...I  administered  the  duties  of  a  Notary  Public  for  the  first  time.  It  was 
for  the  collection  of  soldiers  pensions  &  back  pay.”  Among  the  events  of  the  subsequent  year  1866,  which  gave  cause  for  Coe  to  remark  was  the  fol¬ 
lowing  entry  made  on  July  30  “News  this  morning  that  the  Great  Atlantic  Cable  was  successfully  laid.”  Other  historical  entries  include  the  following 
from  February  25,  1868:  “Yesterday  Congress  passed  Resolution  of  Impeachment  against  the  President"  [Johnson].  Includes  several  original  period 
newspaper  clippings  tipped  in  among  related  text,  such  as  the  death  of  President  Lincoln,  the  impeachment  of  President  Johnson,  etc.  Some  age-toning 
and  soiling,  otherwise  in  good  condition.

Union  general  from  Virginia;  graduate  of  USMA  in  1842.  second 
in  the  class;  assigned  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers;  participated  in  the 
Mormon  Expedition  of  1858;  appointed  Brigadier  General  in 
1861,  he  spent  the  winter  of  that  year  shoring  up  the  defenses  of 
Washington;  during  the  Peninsular  Campaign,  transferred  from 
staff  to  line,  and  given  command  of  a  brigade  of  Slocum’s  divi¬ 
sion  in  the  VI  Corps;  succeeded  to  command  of  a  Division  during

former  Confederate  General  Mansfield  Lovell,  on  the  removal,  by 
blasting,  of  two  of  the  major  hazards  in  New  York’s  East  River.

City,  August  14,  1884.  Addressing  his  old  friend  General 
William  F.  “Baldy”  Smith,  Newton  warmly  writes  "Dear  Baldy, 
Yrs  of  the  12th  to  Wilson  was  sent  to  me  here.  In  regard  to  the 
inspector  I  first  mentioned  to  you,  he  has  got  another  place  and 
you  need  not  reserve  a  position  for  him.  Glad  to  see  that  you  are 
going  to  write  in  Wilmington  only  send  it  on  in  an  official  shape 
so  that  we  can  discuss  it  -  i.e.  if  you  think  it  necessary.  Shall  be 
back  in  Washington  in  a  day  or  tss'o."  Baldy  Smith  made  a  career 
of  the  Engineers’  Corps,  and  for  twenty  years  worked,  along  w  ith 
Newton,  on  river  and  harbor  improvements.  A  prime  example  of 
this  noted  engineer,  writing  to  another  engineer. 

226  UNION:  OPDYKE,  GEORGE  [10]  ( $225-Up ) 

Civil  War  Mayor  of  New  York  City;  anti-slavery  advocate;  origi¬ 
nally  a  merchant,  involved  in  the  dry  goods  and  clothing  business; 
manufactured  uniforms  and  arms  for  U.S.  Government,  1861-65; 
established  the  banking  house  of  George  Opdyke  and  Co.;  state 
senator  in  1858;  instrumental  in  the  nomination  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  for  President;  elected  Mayor  of  N.Y.  City  in  1862;  ener¬ 
getic  in  sustaining  the  National  government  and  in  raising  and 
equipping  troops  for  the  field;  during  his  term,  the  notorious 
“Draft  Riots”  of  1863  occurred.  Choice  group  of  10  war-date 
official  Documents  Signed  “George  Opdyke"  as  Mayor,  and 
"Nathan  W.  Brennan”  as  Comptroller,  each  I  page,  oblong  nar¬ 
row  4to,  New  York,  April  30,  1863.  and  December  1.  1863.  An 
unusual  group  of  ornate  partly-printed  bank  checks  drawn  on

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one  at  $ 100,000.00 .  Prudent  investments  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  kept  New  York  City  prosperous,  and  away  from  the  doors  of 
bankruptcy.  Usual  slash  cancellations,  some  with  punch-holes, 
otherwise  in  very  good  to  fine  condition.

227  UNION:  PATTERSON,  ROBERT  ($450-Up) 

American  soldier;  participated  in  the  War  of  1812  as  Colonel  of 
Pennsylvania  Militia;  in  the  Mexican  War  as  Major  General  of 
Vols.,  serving  with  distinction  under  Winfield  Scott;  commanded 
his  division  at  Cerro  Gordo;  led  the  cavalry  charge  and  advance 
brigades  in  pursuit,  and  took  Jalapa;  in  the  Civil  War,  again 
served  as  Major  General  of  Pennsylvania  Vols.;  appointed  by 
Governor  Curtin  to  command  the  three-months  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers  in  April,  1861;  commanded  the  Military  Depts.  of 
Penna.,  Del.,  Md.,  and  D.C.;  in  mid-July,  1861,  ordered  to  engage 
C.S.A.  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston  in  battle  at  Winchester,  and 
stop  him  from  reinforcing  Beauregard,  also  to  coordinate  with 
General  McDowell’s  advance  into  Virginia;  his  failure  to  cooper¬ 
ate  with  McDowell  and  to  deter  the  enemy  resulted  in  the  battle  of 
1st  Bull  Run;  he  blamed  his  failure  to  act  on  General  Winfield 
Scott  who  had  advised  him  to  wait  for  written  orders;  mustered 
out  of  the  service  on  July  27,  1861,  at  the  expiration  of  his  com¬ 
mission.  Signed  Book,  his  A  Narrative  of  the  Campaign  in  the 


Valley  of  the  Shenandoah  in  1861.  Philadelphia,  John  Campbell, 
1865,  128  pages,  with  engraved  frontispiece  map  of  Manassa 
Junction  and  surrounding  environs.  On  the  half-title  page,  boldly 
inscribed  and  signed  “For  Doctor  Reagles  /  U.S.  Army  /  with  the 
respectful  /  Compliments  of  I  R.  Patterson.”  Bottom  of  spine  has 
a  small  portion  missing.  Normal  cover  wear.  Internally,  a  fine 
copy  of  a  scarce  book.  The  book  is  Patterson’s  defense  of  his 
actions  in  the  incidents  leading  up  to,  during,  and  immediately  fol¬ 
lowing  the  battle  of  Bull  Run.  Uncommon. 


229  UNION:  PORTER,  FITZ  JOHN  [4]  ($350-Up) 

Union  general;  veteran  of  the  Mexican  War;  instructor  of  artillery 
and  cavalry  at  West  Point;  participated  in  the  Utah  Expedition; 
named  Colonel  15  U.S.  Infantry  on  May  14th,  and  Brigadier 
General  USV  on  May  17,  1861;  served  as  Chief  of  Staff  for 
Generals  Banks  and  Patterson  during  the  Valley  Campaign; 
directed  the  siege  of  Yorktown;  promoted  to  Division  Commander 
of  the  V  Corps;  brevetted 
Brigadier  General  USA  in 
June  and  named  Major 
General  USV  in  July  1862; 
fought  in  the  battles  of  New 
Bridge,  Hanover  Court  House, 

Mechanicsville,  Gaines’s  Mill, 

Turkey  Bridge,  Malvern  Hill, 

2nd  Bull  Run,  Antietam  and 
Shepherdstown;  removed  from 
command  by  John  Pope  “for 
disobedience,  disloyalty,  and 
misconduct  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy,”  at  2nd  Bull  Run, 
placed  in  arrest,  tried  by  a  mil¬ 
itary  commission,  pronounced 
guilty,  and  dismissed;  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life  trying  to 
vindicate  his  name  and  have  it 
reinstated  on  the  army  roster; 
finally,  through  the  help  of  John  M.  Schofield  and  after  a  year’s 
investigation  it  was  concluded  that  Porter  had  been  dismissed  for 
trying  to  obey  an  impossible  order;  in  1886,  Porter  was  at  last 
reinstated  in  the  army  as  Colonel  of  Infantry  to  rank  from  May, 
1861.  Interesting  gathering  of  4  Autograph  Letters  Signed  “FJ. 
Porter,”  mostly  1  page,  8vo  and  larger,  New  York,  dating  from 
May  31,  1891  to  October  26,  1895.  Writing  to  several  correspon¬ 
dents  on  various  matters.  On  May  31,  1891  writing  to  “General 
Lloyd  Bryce,”  Porter  relates  “If  you  decide  to  use,  in  your  July 
issue,  or  not  use  the  ‘Extract  From  the  History  of  the  5th  Army 
Corps’  by  Col.  Carswell  McClellan,  1  will  be  obliged  if  you  will 
let  me  know  at  the  earliest  moment... 1  do  not  take  sides  in  this 
controversy,  as  1  suppose  it  is  such,  other  than  a  desire  to  have 
the  truth  finally  developed  and  justice  done  to  my  old  com¬ 
rades..."  On  December  25,  1893,  to  General  James  Grant  Wilson. 
Porter  pens  “I  asked  young  Geo  B.  McClellan  [son  of  the  General] 
if  he  knew  of  any  one  whom  he  would  suggest  as  the  biographer  on 
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his  lather... he  suys  lie  has  all  his  father's  pupa's,  and  I  judge 
would  rather  he  the  biographer  himself.  So  the  best  I  can  suggest 
would  be  negotiations  with  him...”  On  February  23.  1895.  Porter 
writes  to  Hon.  Charles  W.  Dayton,  complaining  that  " Among  the 
printed  orders  of  the  Mar  Department. ..I  find  the  accompanying 
ouler  containing  an  extract  from  last  years  appropriation  bill, 
which  acts  directly  upon  me,  as  I  construe  it.  I've  but  one  of  two 
courses  to  pursue:  either  to  retire  from  my  present  position. ..or 
fo>  die  President  to  appoint  me  to  the  position  which  is  not  in  his 
line  appointment. ..the  fact  that  I  have  been  on  duty  during  the  past 
eight  months  of  the  existing  law  might  be  brought  up  against  me 
and  demand  the  repayment  of  salary  made  by  the  Treasury 
Department  ...Retirement  now  might  bring  attention  to  the 
case. ..and  issue  demand  for  repayment...”  And  finally  on 
October  26,  1895,  Porter  informs  the  Honorable  Horatio  King, 
that  "Sickness  has  prevented  me  preparing  a  few  notes  l  intended 
to  send  you  in  connection  with  your  account  of  the  Charleston 
Harbor  affair  in  1861  &  1862,  the  confidential  account  of  which 
disappeared  with  other  papers  from  the  War  Department  in  1868, 
without  the  slightest  trace... I  have  reason  to  believe... they  disap¬ 
peared... to  prevent  them  being  of  benefit  to  me... I  mailed  you  to 
day  a  book  'The  Acts  &  Actors  of  the  Civil  War'  which  contains 
many  of  the  facts  relating  to  those  days... The  Author  is  now  in  the 
employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.R....”  A  rather  choice  gathering, 
and  as  these  letter  are  only  quoted  in  part,  they  deserve  further 
research.  All  are  in  generally  fine  condition,  and  include  typed 
transcripts,  with  historical  data.

233  UNION:  SMITH,  WILLIAM  L.  “BALDY”  l$450-Up) 

Union  general  from  Vermont;  graduate  of  USMA.  Engineers; 
instructor  at  West  Point;  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  appointed 
Colonel  on  the  staff  of  Irvin  McDowell:  commanded  Smith's 
Brigade  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  participating  at  First  Bull 
Run;  commissioned  Brigadier  General  in  August.  1861:  led  his 
brigade  at  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  Lee’s  Mill,  and  Williamsburg; 
named  division  commander  in  the  VI  Corps;  promoted  Major 
General  USV,  fighting  at  Fair  Oaks.  White  Oak  Swamp.  Savage's 
Station,  Glendale,  Malvern  Hill.  South  Mountain,  and  Antietam; 
commanded  the  VI  Corps  at  Fredericksburg;  Smith,  in  concert 
with  six  other  Army  of  the  Potomac  generals,  complained  to 
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Abraham  Lincoln  about  Lincoln’s  choice  of  Ambrose  Burnside  to 
lead  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  causing,  the  removal  of  Burnside, 
and  evoking  Lincoln’s  displeasure  with  the  seven  indiscreet  gener¬ 
als;  Smith  ultimately  lost  both  the  command  of  his  Corps  and  his 
promotion  to  Major  General;  later  appointed  Chief  Engineer  in 
Grant’s  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  serving  directly  under 
General  W.S.  Rosecrans;  received  unanimous  praise  from  the  com¬ 
manding  generals  for  opening  the  “Cracker  Line,”  which  brought 
much  needed  commissary  supplies  and  forage  to  Rosecrans’  starv¬ 
ing  men  and  animals;  reappointed  Major  General,  and  given  com¬ 
mand  of  the  XVIII  Corps,  under  the  less  than  capable 
politician/general  Benjamin  Butler,  in  the  Army  of  the  James; 
removed  from  command  again  after  the  fiasco  at  Drewry’s  Bluff 
and  the  advance  on  Petersburg  was  blamed  on  him;  placed  on  spe¬ 
cial  duty  for  the  remainder  of  the  war,  however  in  March,  1865,  he 
was  brevetted  Brigadier  General  and  Major  General  USA.  Very 
fine  war-date  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Wm.  F.  Smith  /  Maj. 
Genl.  /  Comdg.  18th  A.C.,”  1-1/3  pages,  8vo,  Port  Walthall, 
Virginia,  May  11,  1864.  Writing  from  his  "Head  Quarters  18th 
Army  Corps  near  Port  Walthall,  Va.,”  just  one  day  before  the 
bloody  Federal  repulse  at  the  hands  of  Beauregard,  Baldy  address¬ 
es  a  “ Capt .  P.F.  Echy,”  and  emotionally  pens  “I  cannot  allow  you 
to  leave  without  expressing  to  you  my  Sincere  thanks  for  your  Most 
valuable  services  to  the  18th  Corps  in  the  embarkation  at 
Yorktown  &  the  disembarkation  at  Bermuda  Hundreds.  Your  great 
knowledge  in  the  detail  of  the  business  &  your  zeal  &  industry 
were  most  important  auxilliaries  [sic]  to  the  success  in  getting  a 
foothold  so  near  the  line  of  Communication  of  the  rebels  which  we 
cut  the  day  after  our  arrival  here.  I  trust  the  Government  may  sub¬ 
stantially  reward  you  for  services  rendered  Voluntarily."  After 
Butler’s  failure  at  Drewry’s  Bluff,  he  withdrew  the  Army  of  the 
James  to  Bermuda  Hundred,  Va.,  a  place  which  Baldy  Smith  later 
called  “the  historic  bottle,  which  was  at  once  carefully  corked  by  a 
Confederate  earth-work.”  A  fine  association  letter,  written  at  an 
historic  time  in  the  war.  In  fine  condition.

($350-Up) 


Union  general;  veteran  of  the  Seminole,  and  Mexican  wars;  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  was  serving  as  Winfield  Scott’s  Chief  of 
Staff;  in  March,  1861,  upon  the  resignation  of  Samuel  Cooper  to 
join  the  Confederacy,  he  was  named  Colonel  Assistant  Adjutant 
General,  and  in  May  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  as  Adjutant  General 


of  the  Army;  in  March,  1863,  after  several  disagreements  with  the 
all-controlling  Secretary  of  War  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  he  took  over 
the  organization  of  the  colored  troops  in  the  Division  of  the 
Mississippi  and  along  with  arranging  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners, 
was  kept  outside  of  the  Washington  loop  until  the  end  of  the  war; 
during  Andrew  Johnson’s  stormy  presidency,  when  Stanton  was 
dismissed,  Thomas  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim; 

Thomas  boasted  he  would  final¬ 
ly  oust  Stanton  by  force  if 
necessary;  Stanton  immediately 
ordered  Thomas’  arrest  for  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  Tenure  of  Office 
Act;  although  he  was  released 
immediately,  Thomas  and  all 
others  who  tried,  failed  to  dis¬ 
place  Stanton.  Uncommon 
Autograph  Letter  Signed  "L. 

Thomas  /  Adt.  Genl.,"  1-1/2 
pages,  8vo,  “Adjutant  General’s 
Office,”  Washington,  February 
28,  1867.  Addressing  his  old 
friend  “ Major  General  Robt.  C. 

Schenck,”  a  former  field  gener¬ 
al,  now  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  Thomas  per¬ 
sonally  relates:  “/  desire  to 
express  my  warm  thanks  to  you, 
for  the  interest  you  have  manifested  for  the  well  being  of  the  Army, 
and  for  the  handsome  manner  in  which  you  yesterday  reported  and 
had  passed  a  bill  for  an  increase  of  pay. ..for  General  Officers  and 
officers  on  the  retired  list.

Union  general;  named  Brigadier  General  in  September.  1861,  and 
Major  General  in  March,  1862;  after  the  war.  served  on  the  court- 
martial  of  Lincoln  s  assassins,  and  was  president  of  the  court-mar¬ 
tial  that  convicted  Henry  Wirz,  commandant  of  Andersonville 
Prison;  Governor  of  New  Mexico;  Minister  to  Turkey;  however 
best  remembered  as  a  literary  genius  and  the  author  of  Ben  Hur.

At  the  outset,  Wallace  generously  advises  he  was 
Thinking  it  might  profit  as  well  as  instruct  you  to  know  how  our 
cousins  of  the  noble  fraternity  of  English  publishers  manage  their 
affairs,  I  send  you  my  latest  from  the  Messrs.  Warns  &  Co.  [not 
present].  When  read,  please  return  the  enclosures  to  me  at 
Crawfordsville.  I  am  getting  very  impatient  to  be  again  at  my 
desk.  Unhappily  for  literary  work,  /  must  go  on  lecturing  until  the 
26th  of  next  month,  giving  the  last  week  to  the  South,  Louisville, 
Chattanooga,  Knoxville,  and  Nashville  included.  Eight  months  is 
too  long  for  a  season."  Docketed  at  head  of  letter  in  an  unknown 
hand,  relating  “...returned  the  letter  May  4/87.”  In  1888,  Wallace 
would  publish  two  new  books  The  Boyhood  of  Christ,  and  The 
Life  of  Benjamin  Harrison,  written  for  the  presidential  campaign, 
but  none  would  equal  the  success  of  Ben  Hur,  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  over  325,000  copies  would  have  been  printed  by  Harpers. 
Curiously,  also  included  is  a  partly-printed  Document  unsigned, 
being  a  six-month  “Memorandum  of  Sales”  from  Harper  & 
Brothers  covering  sales  of  Ben  Hur,  reporting  in  part  that  for  June

were  sold,  also  noting  that  Wallace  was  paid  $8,108.55  in  royal¬ 
ties,  etc.  Undoubtedly  this  report  was  sent  to  Wallace  in  response 
to  the  similar  one  sent  him  by  the  English  publishers.

Confederate  general;  left  “holding  the  fort”  as  Commander  of  Fort 
Donelson;  received  the  ultimatum  from  U.S.  Grant:  either 
“Unconditional  Surrender"  or  else;  made  a  prisoner  of  war;  upon 
his  exchange  in  August,  1862,  he  was  promoted  Major  General; 
joined  Braxton  Bragg  for  the  victorious  Battle  of  Chickamauga; 
promoted  Lieutenant  General  in  September,  1864;  postwar,  head 
of  an  insurance  company,  and  editor  of  the  Louisville  Courier, 
elected  Democratic  Governor  of  Kentucky  in  1887;  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  he  was  the  last  of  the  lieutenant  generals  of  the

Captured  by  Federal  Cavalry  at  Irwinsville,  Georgia,  on  May  10, 
1865,  Davis  was  held  without  being  charged  for  any  crime,  and 
was  never  brought  to  trial.  Kept  in  close  confinement  until  May 
13,  1867,  when  he  was  released  on  a  bail-bond.  William  Wright. 
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•i  Representative  and  Senator  from  New  Jersey,  was  already  serv¬ 
ing  m  the  U  S.  Senate  at  the  time  Davis  was  first  elected  to  that 
place,  and  was  still  serving  at  the  time  of  this  letter.

Confederate  general  from  Georgia;  veteran  of  the  Mexican  War, 
being  twice  brevetted  for  gallantry;  instructor  of  tactics  at  USMA, 
he  wrote  the  definitive  textbook  on  the  subject;  resigned  his 
Federal  commission,  and  was  welcomed  into  the  Confederacy, 
being  appointed  Brigadier  General  on  June  17,  and  Major  General 
on  October  7,  1861;  participated  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  and  in 
Braxton  Bragg’s  Kentucky  campaign  and  at  Murfreesboro;  pro¬ 
moted  Lieutenant  General,  he  commanded  a  corps  at  Chattanooga 
and  served  under  A.S.  Johnston  in  the  Atlanta  campaign;  opposed 
Union  General  W.T.  Sherman  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina;  in 
the  last  weeks  of  the  war,  lost  Savannah  and  Charleston  to 
Sherman’s  overwhelming  war  machine;  surrendered  in  North 
Carolina  in  April,  1865.

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Confederate  general;  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Confederate 
armies;  earlier,  an  engineer  in  the  U.S.  Army;  Superintendent  of 
Cadets  at  West  Point  Military  Academy.  Fine  early  Manuscript 
Letter  Signed  “R.E.  Lee”  while  Lieutenant  of  Engineers,  1/3 
page,  4to,  Engineers  Department,  Washington,  [D.C.],  October 
31,  1836.  Writing  to  “ Major  Tfruman]  Cross,  Acting  Q.M. 
Genl.,"  newly-appointed  1st  Lieutenant  Lee  formally  replies: 
“Your  letter  of  the  29th  Inst,  with  the  documents  transferred  to 
this  Department  in  compliance  with  the  request  made  on  the  27th 
of  last  May,  has  been  received,  and,  I  have  the  honor  to  remain .” 
At  the  conclusion,  Lee  boldly  pens  “By  order  /  R.E.  Lee  /  Lt.  Asst.

21,  1836,  and  in  less  than  two  years,  would  receive  the  promotion 
to  Captain,  a  rank  which  would  bring  him  to  the  staff  of  General 
John  E.  Wool  early  in  the  Mexican  War.

M.  Carter  /  C/;[airma]n  Lecture  Com[ mit- 
tee],”  Lee  regretfully  pens:  “/  beg  that  you  will  present  my  thanks  to 
the  Lecture  committee  of  the  Maryland  Institute  for  the  invitation  con¬ 
veyed  in  your  letter  of  the  31st  Ulto.  to  deliver  one  of  the  lectures  in 
their  course  the  coming  Season,  and  to  express  my  regrets  at  my  inabil¬ 
ity  to  comply  with  their  request.  With  my  best  wishes  for  the  Success  of 
the  object  of  the  Institute,  the  promotion  of  the  Mechanic  Arts.” 
Nearing  the  end  of  his  life,  Lee  refused  all  offers  to  appear  or  to  speak. 
His  main  focus  was  on  the  College.  He  worked  hard  to  improve  and 
renew  the  school,  transforming  the  curriculum,  as  he  had  done  at  West 
Point,  initiating  the  first  departments  of  journalism  and  commerce,  an 
innovation  in  American  educational  institutions,  and  of  course  increas¬ 
ing  the  attendance  [from  50  students  to  146  during  his  first  year  as 
President].  His  name  alone  brought  the  youth  of  the  southern  states 
flocking  to  the  college  to  learn  from  the  now  recognized  elder  states¬ 
man  of  the  South.  Lee  died  the  next  year,  in  1870,  and  in  1871,  the 
trustees  voted  to  rename  the  college  Washington  and  Lee  University  in 
his  honor. 
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THE  IRREPRESSIBLE  “PRINCE  JOHN”

Confederate  general;  sarcastically  dubbed  “Prince  John”  for  his  courtly  manner  and  reputation  for  lavish  entertainment  while  stationed  at  Newport;  vet¬ 
eran  of  the  Seminole  and  Mexican  wars,  receiving  2  brevets  for  the  latter;  resigned  his  commission  just  after  the  firing  upon  Fort  Sumter,  and  was  wel¬ 
comed  into  the  Confederate  Army  as  Colonel  C.S.A.;  his  early  victory  at  Big  Bethel  gained  for  him  national  recognition,  the  appointment  to  Brigadier 
General  in  June,  and  to  Major  General  in  October,  1861;  participated  at  Yorktown,  Mechanicsville ,  Gaines’s  Mill  and  the  Seven  Days  Battles:  sent  to 
command  the  District  of  Texas;  captured  Galveston  for  the  Confederacy;  successfully  opposed  Banks’s  Red  River  Campaign.  Fine  antebellum  - ► 
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Vutograph  1  titer  Signed  uder.  2-3/4  pages,  4to,  Bangor,  Maine,  May  15,  1840.  An  interesting  lengthy  letter  written  to  the  future  general’s 

husme>s  manager,  requesting  mlonnation  about  insurance  on  his  home.  In  the  course  of  the  letter,  Magruder  also  mentions  his  poor  financial  condition  relat¬ 
ing  how  "hard  pressed"  he  is  tor  money,  his  w  ife’s  failing  health,  and  his  plans  for  a  place  in  the  recruiting  service,  hastily  penning  in  part:  “Yours  of  the  4 
hist  has  ust  com?  re  hand  /  wish  uui  to  enquire  of  the  agents  of  the  Insurance  office  whether  my  house  is  insured  or  not  &  if  so,  for  how  much  &  for  how 
lone,  Kerr  informed  me  in  the  spring  or  fall  of  last  year,  that  he  had  insured  it,  hut  even  if  so  the  policy  may  have  expired. ..If  it  he  not  insured  please  insure 
it  at  once  for  N 4000  Though  I  would  not  take  less  than  $4500  for  it... as  respects  the  repairs  if  they  could  he  postponed  until  the  Fall  it  would  suit  me  a  great 
deal  better,  as  just  at  this  moment  I  am  very  hard  pressed'  &  at  that  time,  I  will  have  it  in  my  power  to  do  what  is  proper  which  I  am  anxious  to  do  as  for  my 
i  nr  n  interest  as  for  Mr  Hudson's  comfort.

Magruder  was  at  a  low  point  in  his  life.  In  very  good  condition. 


MEMMINGER  AT  THE  VERY  BEGINNING 

250  CONFEDERACY:  MEMMINGER,  CHRISTOPHER  GUSTAVUS  ($950-Up) 

Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  1861-64;  antebellum  lawyer,  educator,  politician  and  financier  in  South  Carolina;  opponent  of  disunion  until  after  John 
Brown's  raid;  active  in  South  Carolina’s  secession  convention  in  December,  1860;  signed  the  ordinance,  and  was  immediately  elected  as  a  delegate  to  the 
Provisional  Congress,  where  he  served  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Affairs;  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by  Jefferson  Davis,  he 
established  financial  policy,  organized  courts,  marine  hospitals  and  a  variety  of  other  programs;  with  the  self-imposed  embargo  against  the  export  of  cotton, 
the  basis  of  the  whole  system  of  credit  for  the  Confederacy  collapsed  and  Memminger,  wholly  cognizant  of  the  cause  of  the  disaster,  seemed  unable  to  remedy 
the  situation;  he  was  ultimately  assigned  the  blame  and  on  June  15,  1864,  retired  to  his  country  home  at  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina.  Rare  partly-printed  official 
Letter  Signed  C.G.  Memminger"  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  3/4  page,  4to,  on  imprinted  “Confederate  States  of  America”  stationery,  Montgomery, 
[Alabama],  March  5,  1861.  A  scarce  early  edict  dated  just  about  one  month  after  the  Confederate  Government  was  hastily  established,  and  before  the  first 
shots  were  fired  in  hostility.  Written  from  the  original  seat  of  Government,  the  newly  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  pronounces:  “ The  Confederate 
States  of  America  having  assumed  the  control  of  all  questions  touching  the  relations  of  the  States  which  compose  it,  and  of  their  citizens,  with  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  and  being  vested  with  the  exclusive  power  of  ‘ settling  all  matters  between  the  States  forming  it  and  their  own  late  confederates  of  the 
United  States,  in  relation  to  the  public  property  and  public  debt  at  the  time  of  their  withdrawal.'  It  becomes  the  duty  of  this  department  to  require  the  payment 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Confederate  States,  of  all  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  in  the  hands  of  citizens,  heretofore  public  officers  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
assume  in  their  stead  the  responsibility  of  accounting  therefore  to  the  United  States. ..You  are  therefore  required  to  make  immediate  payment  into  the  Treasury, 
of  any  balance,  now  remaining  in  your  hands,  of  money  collected  or  received  by  you,  for  the  account  of  the  United  States,  and  this  Government  will  hold  your¬ 
self  and  sureties  harmless  from  all  responsibility  resulting  from  such  payment...”  Issued  at  a  naive  time  when  the  Confederacy  mistakenly  believed  that  all 
disagreements  could  be  settled  without  the  loss  of  life.  Old  glue  stains  at  far  left  from  prior  insertion  into  a  record  book[?].  Signed  with  an  aggressively  large 
signature  of  Memminger.  Uncommon  and  scarce.

Rare  war-date  partly-printed  Document  Signed  “C.G.  Memminger ”  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  1  page,  folio,  on  imprinted  “Treasury  Department”  sta¬ 
tionery,  n.p.  [Richmond,  Va.],  December  10,  1863.  An  official  pay  warrant,  inscribed  “War  Department  /  Appropriation  /  Engineer  Service,”  directed  “To 

the  Treasurer  of  the  Confederate  States”  to  pay  “T.  Sanford  Dep[uX\y  Montgomery  Ala.  to  be 
placed  to  the  Credit  of  Major  Minor  Meriwether  Corps  of  Engineers  P.A.C.S.  Demopolis 
Ala. ..Ten  thousand  Dollars  and  for  which  sum  the  said  Major  Minor  Meriwether  is  to  be 
charged  and  held  accountable  pursuant  to  a  Requisition  No.  4468  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
dated  4th  Dec[embe]r.  1863,  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and  regis¬ 
tered  by  the  Auditor. ..Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Treasury,  this  10th  day  of 
Deer,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  three..."  Boldly  signed  by 
Memminger  along  with  the  Acting  Register  “C.T.  Jones ”  and  the  Comptroller  “ Louis  Auger” 
[?].  Bears  a  choice  impression  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Confederacy.  Affixed  to  the  far  left 
margin  appears  the  original  partly-printed  Treasury  Note  Signed  “ E.C .  Elmore”  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  “C.T.  Jones ”  as  Acting  Register  of  the 
Treasury,  1  page,  oblong  8vo,  Richmond,  December  12,  1863.  An  ornately  decorated 
demand  on  the  Confederate  Treasury  payable  to  “T.  Sanford.  Dep.  to  be  placed  to  the 
care  of  Major  Minor  Meriwether  Corps  of  Engineers  P.A.C.S.  or  order  Ten  thousand 
Dollars.”  At  far  left  the  word  “WAR”  is  boldly  printed  denoting  the  department 
from  which  the  demand  was  made.  Undoubtedly  at  this  time,  the  Secretary  of  War 
James  A.  Seddon,  sensed  the  need  to  shore-up  the  somewhat  neglected  defenses  of 
Mobile,  Alabama,  especially  the  three,  up  to  this  time,  little  used  works  guarding 
Mobile  Bay:  Forts  Gaines,  Morgan,  and  Powell.  Minor  Meriwether,  an  able  engi¬ 
neer,  knew  the  topography,  having  served  as  Engineer  Officer  to  Major  General  L. 
Polk,  and  Major  General  W.W.  Loring.  In  late  October,  1863,  he  was  promoted  to 
Major  Engineer  Corps.  Although  the  actual  taking  of  Mobile  Bay  didn’t  occur  for 
another  seven  months,  on  January  9,  1864,  a  little  less  than  a  month  after  these  funds 
were  paid.  President  Jefferson  Davis  warned  his  commanders  in  Alabama,  Georgia 
and  Mississippi  of  reports  that  Admiral  Farragut  was  preparing  to  attack  Mobile  and 
attempt  to  pass  the  forts  as  he  had  done  at  New  Orleans.  A  rare  and  somewhat  unique 
assemblage.

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CONFEDERACY:  MOSBY,  JOHN  S.  ($1200-Up) 

Confederate  Partisan  Ranger;  enlisted  as  a  private  in  “Grumble” 
Jones’s  1st  Virginia  Cavalry;  participated  at  Bull  Run;  commis¬ 
sioned  1st  Lieutenant,  February,  1862,  and  began  scouting  for 
J.E.B.  Stuart;  in  June,  successfully  guided  Stuart’s  cavalry  in  their 
famous  “ride  around  McClellan”;  he  was  given  permission  to 
organize  his  band  of  9  members  into  the  Partisan  Rangers; 
engaged  in  guerrilla  warfare,  terrorizing  the  Loudoun  Valley  of 
northern  Virginia;  in  March,  1863,  his  humorous  capture  of  sleep¬ 
ing  Union  General  Edwin  H.  Stoughton,  with  his  pants  down, 
began  the  romantic  legend  of  Mosby  being  the  Grey  Ghost;  the 
Partisans  were  not  officially  mustered  into  the  Confederate  service 
until  June  10,  1863,  and  at  that  time  were  designated  Company  A, 
43rd  Battalion  Partisan  Rangers;  promoted  Lieutenant  Colonel  in 
February,  and  Colonel  in  December,  1864;  he  conducted  his  final 
raid  on  April  10,  1865,  the  day  following  the  surrender  of  Robert 
E.  Lee;  rather  than  surrender  his  command  at  Appomattox,  Mosby 
disbanded  his  Rangers  on  April  20,  1865;  he  himself  surrendered 
at  the  end  of  June;  he  ultimately  returned  as  a  popular  hero  to  his 
law  practice  and  established  himself  at  Warrington,  Virginia;

258  CONFEDERACY:  REAGAN,  JOHN  H.  ($750-Up) 

Confederate  Postmaster  General;  antebellum  lawyer  and  district 
judge;  in  1856,  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Congress,  and  was  a 
member  until  March  3,  1861,  when  he  resigned  to  join  the 
Confederacy;  within  days  of  his  resignation,  he  was  elected  to  the 
Provisional  Confederate  Congress  and  named  Postmaster  General; 
continued  in  this  office  throughout  the  war,  and  in  the  last  few 
months  of  the  Confederacy,  acted  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury;, 
captured  with  Jefferson  Davis’  party  and  held  in  Fort  Warren  until 
October,  1865;  postwar,  practiced  law,  and  served  in  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives  and  in  the  U.S.  Senate  after  the

Reconstruction  period.  Choice,  early  partly-printed  Document 
Signed  “John  H.  Reagan”  as  Postmaster  General,  1  page,  oblong: 
folio,  Richmond,  Virginia,  October  4,  1861.  An  official  Postt 
Office  Department  appointment,  stating:  "On  the  13  day  of  July* 
1861 ,  Elijah  H.  Downing  was  appointed  Postmaster  at  Kirkwood f 
in  the  County  of  Madison,  State  of  Mississippi;  and  whereas  he 
did,  on  the  27  day  of  August  1861 ,  execute  a  Bond,  and  has  taker 
the  oath  of  office  as  required  by  law... I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand,  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  Post  Office  Department  to  be 
affixed,  at  Richmond  Virginia,  the  fourth  day  of  October  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  one."

I  daily  receive  further  information  in  regard  to 
public  feeling  and  sentiments  towards  me,  in  this  State;  and  I  can 
speak,  with  great  confidence,  in  stating  that  there  is  a  decided  & 
large  majority  favorable  to  me.  On  Saturday  next  there  is  to  be  a 
great  dinner,  when  I  am  assured  there  will  be  many  Jacksonians 
present.”

I  have  long  known  and 
esteemed  him  and  /  have  been  well  acquainted  with  his  family  and 
connexions  [sic].  He  is  desirous  to  be  restored  to  the  position  at 
Fayetteville,  from  which  he  was  relieved,  and  it  would  afford  me 
pleasure,  if  he  can  be  gratified,  consistently  with  the  honor  and 


the  interests  of  the  public  service.  From  what  I  have  seen  and 
heard,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  his  removal  from  that  position, 
was  founded  on  misrepresentations  Should  you  entertain  that 
opinion,  I  am  sure  you  would  not  hesitate  to  rectify  an  uninten- 
tioned  error.”  Probably  referring  to  James  Andrew  John 
Bradford,  appointed  to  the  USMA  from  Kentucky  in  1823,  brevet- 
ted  2nd  Lieutenant  of  Artillery  in  July,  1827;  in  1832  promoted 
Captain  of  ordnance;  resigned  his  Federal  commission  in  May, 
1861  to  join  the 
Confederacy,  and 
was  killed  in  1863.

Printed  and  sold  by  John  Peter  Zenger  who  struck  the  first  great 
blow  for  freedom  of  the  press  in  America,  as  on  November  5, 
1733,  at  the  instigation  of  some  of  his  friends  who  were  opposed 
to  the  British  Colonial  New  York  Governor,  William  Colby,  and 
his  “Court”  party,  founded  the  New  York  Weekly  Journal  and  by 
writing  anti-government  articles  quickly  enraged  the  Governor 
who  in  turn  ordered  copies  of  the  paper  burned  in  public  view  and 
its  editor,  Zenger,  thrown  in  jail  and  charged  with,  amongst  other 
things,  “inflaming  their  mind  with  contempt  of  His  Majesty’s  gov¬ 
ernment  and  greatly  disturbing  the  peace  thereof.”  Zenger  spent 
nine  months  in  jail  although  at  his  trial  he  was  ably  defended  by 
the  noted  attorney,  Andrew  Hamilton,  who  convinced  the  jury  to 
return  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  Throughout  this  historic  issue  of  his 
famous  newspaper,  Zenger  capitalizing  upon  Benjamin  Franklin’s 
rendition  of  CATO,  drives  home  liberty  and  the  rights  of 
mankind.  Brief  excerpt  as  follows:  “By  Liberty  I  understand  the 
Power  which  eve/y  man  has  over  his  own  Actions  and  his  Right  to 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  Labor,  Art,  and  Industry... that  government 
is  concerned  to  meddle  with  the  Private  thoughts  and  Action  of 
men. ..and  pick  their  pockets  under  the  false  pretense  of  public  and 
private  good.  True  and  impartial  Liberty  is  therefore  the  right  of 
every  Man  to  pursue  the  natural,  reasonable  and  religious  dic¬ 
tates  of  his  own  mind;  to  think  what  he  will,  and  act  as  he 
thinks... Free  Government  is  the  protecting  of  the  people  and  their 
liberties  by  stated  rules.”

It  is 
not  impossible  that  I  may  after  a  few'  days.  /  was. ..interested  in  your  observations  on  the  population  of  your  county. ..What  might  such  an 
account  of  all  the  counties  in  the  several  states,  would  shed  upon  history  &  present  condition. ./.  Millin' s  [?]  speech  was  very  able;  but  it 
seemed  to  me  not  exactly  democratic  in  the  sense  of  equal  &  exact  justice  for  all  men. ..the  only. ..principle. ..of  Democracy."  May  17, 

1867,  1  page.  Chase  hastily  pens:  ‘7  am  glad  of  your  gratification  in  the  verdict 
of  the  Georgia  case.  A  similar  decision  in  the  Mississippi  case  was  made  yester¬ 
day.  I  do  not  doubt  that  they  are  sound  in  law  and  beneficial  to  us. ..Most 
earnestly  do  I  hope  that  all  patriotic  men  of  the  South  will  never  [cede]  to  the 
wake  of  reorganization  upon  the  gain  of  universal  suffrage  &  equal  justice  for 
all.  Then  may  we  hope  for  restored  prosperity  &... peace..."  April  26,  1868,  1 
page.  Chase  writes  acknowledging  that:  “ Your  note  came  duly  and  /  sincerely 
thank  you  for  the  spirit  that  prompted  it.  In  my  public  life  hereunto  I 
have  had  but  one  controlling  rule  of  action;  ascertain  as  truly  as 
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possible  the  duty  of  the  present  hour  &  then  do  it  fearlessly,  in  reliance  on  God.  /  trust 
He  will  enable  me  to  continue. ..upon  this  rule."  July  I  1,  1868,  3  pages,  marked 
"Private,"  Chase  makes  known  that  "The  nominators  &  the  platform,  taken  in  connex¬ 
ion  with  the  interpretation  of  the  latter  by  the  letter  of  General  Blair,  would  defuse  me 
of  all  power  to  be  useful  politically;  even  if  it  were  not  plainly  improper  for  one  hold¬ 
ing  the  judicial  position  /  occupy  to  take  an  active  political  part.  Besides,  the  great 
body  of  them. ..of  the  democratic  party  would  have  supported  me  would  have  done  so 
in  the  confidence  that  the  party  would  adopt  my  view’s  at  least  so  far  as  to  secure  to  the 
enfranchised  people  all  the  rights,  already  or  some  other. ..by  the  new'  Constitution  of  the  Northern 
states,  against  all  intervention  of  the  national  government,  &  would  also,  perhaps  develop  in  the 
future  century,  more  &  more  progressive  &  generous  tendencies.

1  page,  from  St.  Louis,  Chase  generously  replies:  ‘7  thank  you  for  your  kind  solicitude  concerning  my  health;  but  fancy  that  its  restoration  is  of  very  little 
importance  to  our  country.  The  interest  I  take  in  political  matters  is  not  great  and  not  at  all  formal.  I  am  gratified  to  see  the  Democratic  Party  w  inning  its 
old  position  as  a  Party  of  Progress  &  reform,  and  regret  that  Mr.  Stephens  &  others  cling  so  strongly  to  the  rights  of  states  as  corporations  rather  than  as

State  Dept,  stationery,  February  16,  1924  -  January  21,  1928.  All 
to  Representative  Hamilton  Fish.  Fine  political  letters,  outlining 
Hughes’  views  and  hence  the  official  U.S.  attitudes  on  the  manu¬ 
facture,  use,  and  trade  in  the  implements  of  war.  In  several  letters, 
he  delineates  various  foreign  diplomatic  and  consular  housing 
expenses.  In  part:  “The  attitude  of  this  Government  is  sufficiently 
shown  in  the  statement  made  by  the  President. ..in  which  he  said: 
‘We  do  not  believe  in  great  armaments... So  far  as  light  cruisers, 
submarines,  and  aircraft  are  concerned,  the  position  of  this  gov¬ 
ernment  is  the  same  as  taken  at  the  Washington  Conference. ..So 
far  as  aircraft  is  concerned. ..it  appeared  to  be  extremely  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  effect  a  limitation  of  military  aircraft  without 
limiting  commercial  aircraft.  At  the  Washington  Conference  an 
agreement  was  reached  with  respect  to  poison  gas  but  one  of  the 
signatory  powers  has  not  yet  ratified  this  treaty. ..The  problem  of 
military  establishments  as  distinguished  from  navies,  is  essentially 
a  European  problem.  The  United  States  has  reduced  its  land 
forces  to  the  fullest  extent  practicable..  As  to  the  traffic  in  arms  it 
may  again  be  stated  that  this  government  found  it  impossible  to 
proceed  to  the  ratification  of  the  Convention  of  St.  Germain  as 
this  Convention  was  not  a  provision  for  a  general  limitation  of 
armament  but  was  a  creation  of  a  system  of  control  by  signatory 
Powers  of  the  traffic  in  arms,  these  Powers  being  left  free  not  only 
to  meet  their  own  requirements  but  to  provide  for  supplying  each 
other  with  arms  to  the  full  extent  that  they  might  see  fit... You  will 
readily  understand  that  it  is  impossible  for  this  Government  to 
favor  any  proposals  which  would  not  be  likely  to  meet  with  the 
approval  of  Congress  as  appropriate  legislation  would  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  any  convention  relating  to  the  pro¬ 
duction  and  traffic  in  arms  and  munitions...”  A  rare  look  into  the 
workings  of  government.

American  kidnapper  and  murderer;  in  1924,  in  an  attempt  to  com¬ 
mit  the  perfect  crime,  he  and  his  co-conspirator  Richard  Loeb, 
murdered  a  young  Chicago  boy,  Bobbie  Franks;  their  crime  was 
chronicled  in  the  Hollywood  film  Compulsion.  Choice 
Typewritten  Letter  Signed  “ Nathan  Leopold,”  1  full  page,  small 
4to,  on  his  imprinted  stationery,  Santurce,  Puerto  Rico,  October  3, 
1969.  To  Thomas  Parry  in  Raleigh.  N.C.  He  writes:  “.../  can’t 
tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  your  writing... It  is  heartening 
indeed  to  know  that  there  are  people  in  the  world  who  feel  as  you 
do.  Yes,  twelve  years  is  a  long  time,  but  you  would  be  surprised 
how  many  letters  I  still  get  from  people  who  have  just  read  LIFE 
PLUS  99  YEARS.  While  the  Doubleday  edition  was  published  in 
March  1958,  a  paperback  was  brought  out  two  or  three  years  ago 
by  Popular  Library. ..this  renewed  interest  -  and  letters  from  read¬ 
ers.  When  I  was  released  from  Stateville,  I  went  to  the  Brethren 
Service  Project,  at  Castaner,  P.R.,  first  in  the  capacity  of  labora¬ 
tory  technologist  and  later  as  social  worker.  I  soon  felt  the  need 
of  formal  training  in  social  work;  so,  in  the  fall  of  1959,  I  went 
back  to  school.  1  went  to  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  Graduate 
School  of  Social  Work,  where  I  also  taught  evenings.  /  received 
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my  Master' s  degree  in  social  work  in  1961 .  That  year  also,  I 
married.  My  wife  is  an  American,  a  year  younger  than  I.  She  had 
been  a  widow  for  14  years.  Since  then,  I  have  worked  for  the 
insular  Department  of  Health,  aws  [sic]  a  research  associate,  for 
the  Urban  Renewal  and  Housing  Administration,  as  sociological 
consultant;  and  for  the  School  of  Medicine,  doing  research  in  lep¬ 
rosy  on  the  island.  Like  you,  I  feel  that  imprisonment  is  not  the 
answer  to  crime,  since,  demonstrably  it  doesn’t  work.  Far  over 
half  of  the  inmates  of  our  penal  institutions  are  recidivists.  If  you 
have  access  to  a  good  library,  you  might  see  if  you  can  find  the 
January  1966  number  of  the  Nebraska  Law  Review,  which  con¬ 
tains  an  article  of  mine  on  the  subject... Thanks  again  for  taking 
the  trouble  to  tell  me  your  views."  At  the  time  Leopold  and  Loeb 
committed  their  terrible  crime,  Leopold  already  knew  14  lan¬ 
guages,  was  an  established  ornithologist,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  attending  law  school.  His 
friend,  Richard  Loeb,  was  the  youngest  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Michigan.  The  pair  had  become  infatuated  with  the  philosophy 
of  Friedrich  Nietzsche,  part  of  which  held  that  “supermen”  were 
above  the  law.  The  two  perpetrators  of  this  far-from-perfect  crime 
were  quickly  discovered  and  arrested  through  the  efforts  of  two 
local  reporters,  who  found  Leopold's  horn-rimmed  glasses  at  the 
scene  of  the  crime.  Clarence  Darrow’s  vigorous  “temporary 
insanity”  defense  saved  the  pair  from  execution.  Loeb  was  mur¬ 
dered  by  cell  mates  in  prison.  In  excellent  condition.  An 
extremely  scarce  autograph.

children  die  young;  although  he  was  fond  of  his  children  he  was 
very  anti-social  and  took  his  meals  apart  from  the  family,  eating 
alone  each  day  in  his  study;  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  rector, 
Bronte  wrote  verses  and  published  two  volumes,  but  it  is  as  the 
father  of  Charlotte,  Emily,  and  Anne  that  he  is  remembered.

PERCY  BYSSHE  ($8500-Up) 

English  romantic  poet;  perhaps  the 
greatest  of  all  time;  a  political  activist 
and  eccentric;  he  became  a  disciple  of 
William  Godwin;  eloped  to  Switzerland 
with  Godwin’s  daughter,  Mary 
Wollstonecraft;  left  England  permanently 
for  the  sunny  warm  climate  of  Italy,  settling 
in  Pisa,  where  his  literary  intimates  included 
Byron,  Keats,  Hazlitt  and  Leigh  Hunt;  upon  return¬ 
ing  home  from  a  visit  to  Byron  and  Hunt  at  Livorno  in 
August,  1822,  Shelley  and  Edward  Williams  were  drowned  when  they  were  sud¬ 
denly  surprised  by  an  unexpected  squall  that  capsized  their  schooner;  later 
Shelley’s  body  washed  up  on  shore,  and  was  burned  on  a  pyre.

Congress  in  supplying  arms,  ammunition  and  monies  to  the 
colonies;  declared  his  own  war  against  the  British,  storming  and 
taking  all  their  forts  along  the  Mississippi  River  and  opening  the 
way  for  supplies  to  reach  the  American  forces;  captured  Mobile 
and  forced  the  surrender  of  Pensacola,  thus  containing  Florida  for 
the  new  independent  American  nation.  Unusual  Document 
Signed  "Bdo.  de  Galvez”  and  “Galvez”  as  “Governor  & 

1. Inspector  General  of  the  Province  of  the  Louisiana,”  in  Spanish 
and  in  French,  3  pages,  folio.  New  Orleans,  March  5,  1778.  In 
1777,  a  Joseph  Silvestre  had  written  to  the  Governor,  humbly 
requesting  “ that  he  he  granted  a  piece  of  land  with  frontage  of 
four  acres.  He  has  been  residing  there  for  eight  years.  This  land 
is  on  the  two  shores  of  the  Bayou  of  Opelousas. ..due  to  the  fact 
that  he  has  no  deed  to  the  land,  he  humbly  begs  that  Your 
Highness  grant  his  request,  so  that  he  may  live  peacefully  on  this 
property...”  One  of  the  Governor’s  aides  notes  in  the  margin  that 
“the  land  requested  by  the  suppliant  belongs  to  the  Domain  of  the 
King.”  On  the  final  page  is  the  document  signed  by  Galvez  gener¬ 
ously  granting  over  600+  acres  of  land  on  “Bayou  Des  Opelousas” 
to  Silvestre.  On  the  death  of  his  father,  Galvez  was  promoted 
Viceroy  of  Mexico,  taking  charge  of  that  government  on  June  17, 
1785.  His  very  brief  reign  was  troubled  by  famine  and  political 
unrest,  which  preyed  greatly  on  Galvez’s  mind.  In  consequence 
of  “violent  over-exertion,”  Galvez  fell  ill  and  died  suddenly  at  age 
31.  Browned  and  age-stained,  particularly  along  the  center  fold, 
with  residual  tape  repairs.  Because  of  his  early  death,  Galvez's 
autograph  is  quite  rare.

She  refers  to  the  Pope’s  instructions  for 
an  examination  into  the  holiness  of  the  nun’s  life,  and  the  miracles 
following  her  death,  “Faire  /’  enquiste  de  la  sainctite  de  vie  de  feu 
Soeur  Marie  de  T incarnation. ..et  des  miracles  quui  se  sunt 
ensoivis  depuis  se  mort.”  The  Queen  promises  to  inform  the  bish¬ 
ops  and  officials  of  the  King,  her  son  [Louis  XIII],  of  her  support 
of  the  commission.

The  first  porte-cochere 
entering  on  rue  Honore.  You  must  have  read  in  the  newspapers  some  nasty  com¬ 
ments  relating  to  me.  The  dastards  have  announced  my  arrival  in  Paris,  although 
I  never  left  the  city... They  were  afraid  that  the  government  might  not  want  to 
accept  my  discoveries. ..or  that  l  might  again  start  my  healing  technique  with  the 
public.  Finally  you  must  have  without  doubt  read  my  answer  in  the  ‘well 
informed’  newspaper  and  the  evening  post  of  last  week.  It  is  the  last  time  that  I 
will  defend  my  cause ;  from  now  on,  /  will  take  vengeance  on  all  reprisals  without 
debating  the  subject,  and  I  will  leave  the  ignoramuses  in  their  error.  My  dear 
lady,  you  know  my  zeal  to  be  useful  to  you  in  order  to  achieve  your  recovery,  and 
you  also  know  that  /  await  with  impatience  the  moment  you  will  make  public  the 
reason  for  your  devotion  to  me...”  A  rare  letter  of  Mesmer,  certainly  the  first  to 
be  offered  in  this  country  in  over  two  decades.

Schumann  assures  his  friend:  “You  have  every  reason  to  be  angry  with  me.  Permit  me  to  attempt  some  explanations .  Just  after  I  received  your  last  letter 

l  felt  quite  unwell  and  I  was  not  allowed  to  do  anything  -  not  even  to  read  music.  Besides,  a  lot  of  work  had  accumulated  which,  when  l  had  recovered 

somewhat,  had  to  be  dealt  with.  Therefore,  only  now  have  I  been  able  to  look  at  your  compo¬ 
sitions.  I  would  be  delighted  if  you  could  find  a  publisher  for  your  Quartet  but  I  fear  that  this 
will  not  be  an  easy  task  in  these  times.  I  am  sure  you  have  already  gathered  as  much:  a  com¬ 
poser  learns  more  from  such  facts  than  from  all  the  criticism  that  might  come  his  way. 
Finally,  one  knows  all  too  well  oneself  where  the  shoe  pinches.  To  keep  on  working,  to  retain 
a  cheerful  and  positive  disposition,  to  take  courage  from  the  example  of  the  great  artists  -  all 
this  will,  in  the  end,  bear  fruit.  At  some  places  in  your  compositions  I  detect  quite  a  number  of 
sentimental  phrases,  especially  in  the  violin  pieces  and  also  in  the  songs.  Don’t  allow  this  to 
get  out  of  hand!  Bach  and  Beethoven  will  help  you  guard  against  it!  I  still  hope  to  spend  a 
few  weeks  during  the  latter  part  of  summer  in  my  home  town  [Zwickau].  Perhaps  l  can  bring 
along  a  more  substantial  composition  which  has  occupied  me  night  and  day  for  several 
months  now.  I  would  be  very  happy  to  meet  with  you  then,  so  that  we  can  go  for  some  walks 
together.  Please  give  my  regards  to  Baccalaureus  Kuntsch;  I  owe  him  an  answer  to  a  letter 
too.  But  l  hope  to  see  him  here  soon.  I  have  not  seen  the  Oberlaenders.  There  is  no  time  for 
visits  in  this  world  and  I,  too,  have  been  constantly  busy.  Please  write  to  me  again  of  your  life 
and  of  your  work,  and  be  assured  of  my  most  sincere  interest  in  your  affairs.”  With  a  tran¬ 
scription  in  German,  and  a  translation.  Recurring  symptoms  of  mental  illness  had  prompted 
the  Schumann’s  to  move  from  Leipzig  to  Dresden  only  a  few  years  earlier.  The  Symphony  in 
C  Major  was  completed  in  1847  and  the  death  of  Robert’s  great  friend  prompted  him  to  write 
Reminiscences  of  Mendelssohn-Bartholdy.  The  Schumann’s  fled  from  Dresden  when  the 
Revolution  broke  out,  and  Robert's  mental  state  allowed  him  one  final  productive  phase. 
After  throwing  himself  into  the  Rhine  in  a  suicide  attempt  in  1854,  he  was  confined  in  an  asy¬ 
lum,  dying  there  two  years  later.  A  wonderful  musical  content  letter.  It  is  rare  to  find 
Schumann  alluding  to  his  mental  illness  in  his  letters.  In  fine  condition.

Scala  in  Feb.  9,  1 893.

To  “dear  Frau 
Musical  Director"  [Princess  Carolyn  von  Sayn-Wittgensteinj.  Wagner  writes:  "I  cannot 
tell  you,  dear  Frau  Musical  Director,  with  what  impatience  I  now  await  our  friend.  My 
whole  internal  and  external  life  has  become  one  restless  whirl  turning  on  the  axis  of  our 
meeting  again.  But  I  can  tell  you  that  if  the  value  of  this  meeting  is  to  be  quite  complete 
then  you  must  also  be  present,  you  and  the  child.  Liszt  has  given  me  some  hope  of  this:  if 
you  were  to  destroy  this  hope  for  me,  Liszt  would  have  a  difficult  time  on  that  account. 
Make  yourself  ready  - 1  request  it!  For  today,  I  should  also  like  to  ask  you  to  send  off  the 
two  scores  you  are  holding  of  the  Rheingold  and  Die  Walkiire  to  me  in  Zurich  immediate¬ 
ly.  My  negotiations  with  Hartels  have  broken  down  again  and  the  little  house  /  have  been 
longing  for  as  a  quiet  working  place  for  so  long  is  up  in  the  air  again  -  presumably  right 
next  to  Valhalla,  where  I  hope  to  find  it  one  day,  if  I  am  not  offered  a  peaceful  asylum  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Altenburg  before  then.  The  scores,  then  are  not  to  go  to  Leipzig  but  to 
me,  and  we  -  Liszt  and  I  -  shall  attempt  in  your  presence  to 
do  whatever  is  possible  with  them.  On  August  31st  1  was  in 
Gran  and  was  present  at  the  celebration  of  Liszt’ s  mass: 
have  you  had  a  good  report?  Was  he  satisfied?  A  thou¬ 
sand  best  regards  from  one  who  is  in  need  of  seeing  you 
again.”  Wagner’s  affairs  were  in  turmoil  during  the  latter 
half  of  1856:  his  wife,  jealous  of  Wagner’s  attraction  for 
Mathilde  von  Wesendonk,  caused  scenes  at  home  and  his 
financial  equilibrium  was  disturbed  by  the  sudden  refusal 
of  Breitkopf  and  Hartel  to  publish  the  scores  of  Rheingold 
and  Die  Walkiire.  His  position  was  alleviated  somewhat  in 
February  1857,  by  the  generous  offer  of  Otto  Wesendonk 
to  build  Wagner  and  his  wife  a  cottage,  Asyl,  next  to  his 
house  in  the  Swiss  mountains.  Though  Wagner  admired 
much  of  Liszt’s  output,  he  was  not  in  sympathy  with  his  church  works.  Of  her  father’s  oratorio  Christus,  Cosima  Liszt  Wagner  echoed  her  husband’s 
views  when  she  wrote  in  her  diary  in  1872:  “That  anyone  can  so  relinquish  the  hard-won  skills  of  a  great  art  in  order  to  imitate  the  droning  of  priests  is 
an  impoverishment  of  the  spirit.. .We  are  saddened  by  this  development  of  Father’s,  for  which  Princess  Wittgenstein  is  undoubtedly  the  most  to  blame.” 
In  view  of  the  effusiveness  of  Wagner’s  praise  for  the  works  of  Liszt  in  his  other  letters  to  the  Princess  Wittgenstin,  his  silence  on  the  Mass  is  notewor¬ 
thy.

Former  ministers  and  servants  in  Paris  kept  the  fallen  Emperor 
minutely  informed  of  developments  in  France.  On  February  26, 
1815,  only  weeks  after  approving  this  expenditure,  Napoleon 
slipped  away  with  1,000  men  on  board  the  ship  l Inconstant  to 
begin  the  grand  adventure  of  the  “Hundred  Days.”

Mistress  of  Horatio  Nelson,  described  as  “a  woman  of  extreme 
beauty,  winning  manners  and  shady  antecedents,  she  enslaved 
Nelson  by  her  charms”;  her  beauty  captured  in  nearly  fifty  por¬ 
traits  by  George  Romney;  instrumental  in  securing  information 
and  supplies  for  Nelson  and  the  British  fleet  from  the  monarchs  of 
Naples  while  her  husband.  Sir  William  Hamilton,  was 
Ambassador  there.  Fine  Printed  Sheet  Music  Signed  “Lady 
Hamilton  /  Merton,”  3  pages,  folio,  undated.  Handsomely  printed 
score  of  Far  Far  at  Sea,  by  C.H.  Florio,  “a  favorite  Ballad  Sung 
by  Mr.  Incledon,  in  his  New  Entertainment  called  Variety...,”  with 
lyrics  about  “poor  Susan. ..laid  on  her  pillow”  while  her  “love  is 
now  tost  on  a  Billow. ..Far  Far  at  Sea.”

Last  Czar  of  Russia;  executed  by  the  Bolsheviks;  his  reign  marked 
by  revolution,  war  and  dissatisfaction;  forced  to  abdicate  on 
March  15,  1917;  held  captive  with  his  immediate  family  for  over 
one  year,  then  all  were  brutally  executed  at  Ekaterinburg,  July  16, 
1918.  Choice  partly-printed  Royal  Edict  Signed  “Nicholas”  as 
Czar,  in  Cyrillic,  1  page,  legal  folio,  n.p.  [Tsarkoe  Selo  Palace], 
November  17,  1914.

Lawrence  and  First  Lieutenant  Horton,  both  in  English  service. 
We  have  most  Graciously  bestowed  upon  them  the  title  of 
Cavaliers  of  Our  Imperial  Order  of  Holy  Prince  Vladimir 
Isapostolos,  with  awards  and  ribbons,  in  consequence  whereof. 
We  instruct  the  Capitulum  to  issue  to  these  Cavaliers  the  insignia 
of  the  Order  and  the  charters  for  same.”  Addressed  to  “Naval 
Minister,  Adjutant-General  Grigorovich,”  with  the  curious  note 
below  ordering  that  “This  decoration  must  not  be  made  known  to 
the  public  either  in  Russia  or  in  England."  With  an  untranslated 
collateral  page,  forwarding  the  edict  and  ordering  the  insignia  to 
be  awarded.  In  June  of  this  year,  on  the  28th  day.  Archduke  Franz 
Ferdinand,  the  heir  to  the  throne  of  Austria,  was  assassinated  at 
Sarajevo,  by  a  Bosnian,  which  ultimately  cast  Russia  directly  into 
World  War  I,  opposing  Nicholas’  cousin.  Kaiser  Wilhelm. 
Emperor  of  Germany.  In  fine  condition.

American  general;  with  Pershing  in  both  Mexico  in  1916  and  in 
France  in  1917;  wounded,  he  received  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  and  Distinguished  Service  Medal;  in  1942,  he  occupied 
Morocco  and  commanded  the  7th  Army  in  the  capture  of  Sicily; 
the  apogee  of  his  career  came  with  the  great  sweep  of  his  3rd 
Army  across  France  in  the  summer  of  1944;  he  earned  the  nick¬ 
name  of  "Old  Blood  and  Guts”  for  his  courage,  daring  and  ruth¬ 
lessness.

British  statesman  [1788-1850];  M.P.;  first  Lord  of  Treasury; 
Chancellor  of  Exchequer;  reorganized  the  police  force,  hence  the 
nickname  “Bobbies”  or  “Peelers”;  Prime  Minister,  1834-35  and 
1841-46;  reorganized  Bank  of  England;  controversial  protagonist 
for  Roman  Catholics  and  Jews.  Significant  Autograph  Letter 
Signed  “Robert  Peel,”  4  pages,  small  4to,  Whitehall  Place, 
[London],  December  11,  1834.  In  a  very  intriguing  letter  marked 
“Private,”  to  an  unnamed  correspondent,  Peel,  pronounced  the 
new  Prime  Minister  by  King  William  IV,  lays  out  the  pitfalls  of 
his  new  office  and  the  indecision  of  forming  a  new  government. 
Peel  hastily  writes:  “ Harrassed  [sic]  as  I  am  I  will  not  permit 
another  day  to  pass  without  writing  to  you,  (as  I  find  you  are  not 
in  Town )  and  explaining  to  you  the  course  which  I  have  taken  in 
the  performance  of  that  most  Arduous  Duty,  which  has  so  unex¬ 
pectedly  devolved  upon  me.  On  arriving  in  England  on  Tuesday 
last,  I  at  once  informed  His  Majesty  -  that  I  should  not  hesitate  to 
place  my  sendees  at  his  Disposal;  however  painful  the  sacrifices 
of  comfort  and  Repose  which  I  knew  such  a  step  would  involve.  In 
conformity  with  the  King’s  wishes  I  accepted  the  appointment  of 
First  Minister,  and  undertook  to  attempt  to  form  an  administra¬ 
tion.  The  first  advise  which  I  offered  to  the  King  was  -  that  that 
attempt  should  be  made  on  the  widest  Basis.  That  was  compatible 
with  the  Honour  of  Public  Men  -  and  that  I  should  be  empowered 
to  invite  Lord  Stanley  and  Sir  James  Graham  to  confer  with  me  on 
the  subject  of  this  acceptance  of  office,  and  generally  on  the  pre¬ 
sent  position  of  public  affairs.  I  wrote  accordingly  with  the 
King’s  entire  and  cordial  concurrence  on  the  day  on  which  I 
arrived  in  London.  On  account  of  their  distance  from  London  / 
have  as  yet  received  no  answer  -  and  1  have  thought  it  advisable 
to  postpone  as  far  as  possible  in  the  interim  the  consideration  of 
other  arrangements  -  which  must  be  so  much  affected  by  the 
nature  of  the  answers  I  may  receive  from  Lord  Stanley  and  Sir 
James  Graham.  The  only  appointments  to  office  that  have  yet 
taken  place,  are  the  Duke  of  Wellington’ s  to  the  Foreign  Office, 
Lord  Lyndhurst  to  that  of  Chancellor,  and  my  own.  I  shall  proba¬ 
bly  hear  from  Lord  Stanley  and  Sir  James  Graham  in  the  course 
of  to  night  or  to  morrow  morning.  I  need  scarcely  say  that  my 
own  decided  opinion  in  favor  of  the  Propriety  of  making  an  effort 
to  procure  their  cooperation  in  the  conduct  of  public  affairs  at  the 
present  extraordinary  crisis  -  would  receive  even  additional  con¬ 
firmation,  if  it  should  prove  to  be  in  concurrence  with  your  own." 
A  fine  historic  letter,  written  upon  the  formation  of  a  new

492  PERSHING,  JOHN  J.  ($300-Up) 

American  general,  known  as  “Black  Jack”  for  his  command  of 
Black  troops;  this  former  cavalry  officer  was  responsible  for  the 
transformation  of  America’s  military  from  250,000  volunteers  to  a 
modem,  trained  fighting  force  of  millions  of  conscripted  soldiers.

Letter  of  recommendation  for  “Lewis  Merrill  Scott. ..son  of  the 
late  Major  General  Hugh  L.  Scott,  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
officers  of  our  Army  and  a  friend  of  mine  of  very  long  standing.

his  title  but  renounced  his  actual  rights;  while  in  exile,  at  his  court 
in  Lorraine,  Stanislas  corresponded  with  the  finest  thinkers  of  his 
time,  notably  with  Jean  Jacques  Rousseau,  who  on  his  request 
drafted  a  new  constitution  for  Poland.

King  informs  “Mr.  William  Rogers 
Esqr.”  about  details  of  a  purchase  made  from  the  English 
Ordnance  Office,  relating:  “I  take  the  liberty  to  annex  the  copy  of 
a  letter  that  I  have  received  from  the  ordnance  department  con¬ 
cerning  a  quantity  of  arms  which  I  have  purchased  for  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  of  requesting  of  you  to  undertake  the  agency  in 
receiving  and  shipping  in  my  name  these  arms.  Messrs.  Clarkson 
and  Watson  to  whom  they  are  to  be  shipped,  are  the  State  Agents, 
and  request  that  they  may  be  sent  in  different  American  bottoms 
not  exceeding  1000  Muskets  in  one  Vessel."  The  letter  to  which 
King  refers  is  an  Autograph  Letter  Signed  "R.H.  Crew,"  2 
pages,  4to,  n.p..  Office  of  Ordnance,  August  15,  1797.  In  formal 
English  style,  Crew  pens:  “I  have  the  Honor  by  the  direction  of 
the  Marquis  Cornwallis  to  acknowledge  the  Receipt  of  your 
Excellency' s  note  addressed  to  His  Lordship  on  the  10th  instant, 
wherein  your  Excellency  desires  to  be  informed  whether  the  Five 
Thousand  Stands  of  arms  which  this  government  promised  some 
Months  since  to  furnish  for  the  State  of  New  York  are  ready  for 
Delivery. ..And  1  hence  the  commands  of  His  Lordship  to  acquaint 
your  excellency  that  in  consequence  of  your  note  orders  have  been 
given  for  allotting  Five  thousand  Stands  of  arms... and  they  will  be 
accordingly  issued  from  His  Majesty's  stores  at  the  Tower  either 
packed  in  Chests  or  not,  just  at  your  Excellency’ s  option. ..The 
Marquis  Cornwallis  commands  me  at  the  same  time  to  acquaint 
your  Excellency  that  the  Board  of  Ordnance  will  charge  for  the 
arms.  ..the  price  they  have  paid  for  them  to  the  manufacturer  viz: 
321  each  Musquet  with  its  Bayonet  and  Scabbard  and 
Steelrammer  complete  ...If  your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to 
direct  your  Agent  to  apply  to... the  Master  Furbisher  at  the 
Tower  ...to  made  every  necessary  arrangement  for  the 
Delivery  ...with  all  dispatch.”  Lord  Cornwallis,  who  held  the 
American  Colonies  in  high  regard,  had  15  years  earlier  laid  down 
his  arms  to  a  superior  force  and  a  superior  General,  George 
Washington.  Unusual  content,  perhaps  preparing  for  the  quasi¬ 
war  with  America’s  former  ally  in  the  Revolution.  France. 
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PRESIDEN  I  S:  ADAMS,  JOHN  QUINCY  ($350-Up) 

Si \th  President  of  the  United  States  [1825-29];  son  of  John 
Adams;  served  as  Minister  to  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Great 
Britain  and  Russia;  appointed  justice  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court, 
but  declined;  a  negotiator  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  ending  the  War 
of  IS  12;  Secretary  of  State  under  Monroe;  largely  formulated  the 
Monroe  Doctrine.

Dept,  of  State,  Washington,  January  12,  1825. 
Writing  to  Richard  Penn  Smith  at  Philadelphia, 
Department  of  State  agent  Brown  relates:  “I  am  under  the 
necessity  of  enclosing  your  account  for  the  Aurora  for  your 
receipt;  that  being  added ,  &  the  account  returned,  the  money 
shall  be  remitted  to  you.”  Letter  somewhat  fragile,  but  address 
panel  strong  and  boldly  signed.  Franked  by  the  President-elect 
less  than  two  months  before  his  inauguration.  Most  uncommon! 


Customs  for  the  Port  of  New  York  by  President  U.S.  Grant;  as 
Vice  President,  he  openly  opposed  Garfield  on  several  issues, 
especially  the  N.Y.  patronage  reform.  Unusual  political 
Manuscript  Letter  Endorsed  “C.A.  Arthur”  as  a  member  of  a 
Republican  recommendation  committee,  1  page,  folio,  New  York 
City,  undated  [ca.  1870’s].  The  committee  formally  announces: 
"We  the  undersigned  Republicans  of  the  18th  Assembly  Dist.,  do 
most  Cordially  and  earnestly  write  in  recommending  the 
Appointment  of  Chas.  S.  Grant.  Knowing  him  to  be  a  staunch 
Republican,  a  working  member  of  the  party,  and  qualified  for  the 
position  [of  Inspector  of  the  Customs].”  Penned  below  an 
Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Charles  S.  Grant,”  to  “Hon.  Thomas 
Murphy,  Collector  Port  of  New  York,”  in  which  Charles  S.  Grant 
solicits  the  desired  office.  Boldly  endorsed  by  Arthur,  along  with 
“G.W.  Lyons"  and  “ Spencer  Kirby."  Arthur  himself  served  as 
Collector  of  the  Port  of  New  York  from  1871  to  1878,  being 
appointed  by  President  Grant.  During  the  time  that  he  was  collec¬ 
tor,  he  made  great  exertions  to  carry  New  York  for  the  Republican 
party  in  state  and  national  elections,  especially  the  presidential 
election  of  1876  in  which  Republican  candidate  Rutherford  B. 
Hayes  was  elected.  Although  Hayes  promised  general  civil  ser¬ 
vice  reforms  in  his  inauguration  speech,  as  President,  he  instituted 
specific  reforms  by  investigating  Arthur's  management  of  the  pur¬ 
portedly  corrupt  Customs  House  of  New  York,  resulting  in  Arthur 
being  dismissed  as  Collector  on  July  1  1,  1878  by  executive  order 
issued  by  President  Hayes.  A  little  over  two  years  later,  while  a 
New  York  delegate  to  the  Republican  National  Convention, 
Arthur  gained  considerable  notoriety  and  overwhelming  support 
from  his  party  and  was  nominated  for  the  Vice  Presidency,  and 
eventually  becoming  President  upon  Garfield’s  assassination.

A  most  meritorious  man 
who  is  now  poor  &  old,  &  who  has  unquestionably  served  his 
country  in  the  revolutionary  war  will  thus  be  excluded,  whilst 
thousands  who  have  not  half  the  claims  are  enjoying  these  pen¬ 
sions."

States,”  Preston  relates  “I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter... enclosing  communications  in  relation  to 
Mr.  Cha’s.  S.  Bell,  late  a  midshipman  in  the  Navy.  The  enclosed 
extract  [not  present]  from  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of 
the  Naval  School  will  inform  you  of  the  cause  of  Mr.  Bell's 
removal  from  the  sendee.  He  can  not  be  reinstated."  Charles  S. 
Bell  had  been  appointed  a  Midshipman  on  September  9,  1841.  and 
was  dismissed  on  August  28,  1849.  Obviously,  even  in  1850,  the 
office  of  the  Vice  President  carried  very  little  weight!  Preston’s 
letter  in  very  good  condition,  with  a  single  tape  stain.  Fillmore’s 
letter  in  fine  condition.

Twentieth  President  of  the  United  States  [March  4,  1881  to 
September  19,  1881];  assassinated;  Union  general  in  the  Civil 
War.  Intriguing  Manuscript  Letter  Signed  “J.A.  Garfield,”  2 
pages  [back-to-back],  8vo,  on  imprinted  “House  of 
Representatives”  stationery,  Washington,  D.C.,  November  21, 
1877.  To  “Capt.  A.W.  Stills  /  Rome  Ashtabula  Co.,  Ohio."  The 
future  President  forcefully  relates  “ Yours  of  the  18th  inst.  is 
received,  for  which  accept  my  thanks.  What  ignorant  lyers  [sic, 
liars]  those  fellows  are  who  charge  me  with  supporting  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad.  The  scamps  ought  to  know  that  as  a 
member  of  the  Railroad  Committee  of  last  Congress,  I  made  a 
report  against  the  bill,  which  was  printed  and  scattered  all  over 
the  country.  I  will  send  you  a  copy.  There  is  much  ground  for  a 
depression  of  feeling  among  our  Party,  but  the  doings  of  the 
Democrats  of  the  House,  in  regard  to  the  Army  and  finance  and  in 
fact  everything  else,  that  I  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  win  the  next 
Congress,  possibly  the  next  Presidency.  In  a  day  or  two,  I  will 
send  you  some  copies  of  the  speech  1  delivered  in  the  House  last 
Friday.”  Earlier  this  year,  a  new  upstart  Democratic  organ,  the 
Washington  Post  began  publication,  and  within  a  few  months 
found  its  way  to  Garfield’s  doorstep.  At  this  time,  Garfield,  the 
rising  star  in  the  Republican  Party,  had  already  completed  service 
as  a  member  of  the  Electoral  Commission  to  decide  the  contest  in 
the  presidential  election  of  1876,  was  sitting  chairman  on  several 
committees  in  Congress,  and  was  gaining  national  repute.  Late  in 
the  year,  the  Post  ran  a  column  on  Garfield  and  dredged  up  some 
old  flea  bitten  skeleton’s,  long  dead,  to  which  Garfield  wrote  in 
his  diary  that  the  Post  “has  revived. ..slander  upon  me,  and  is 
doing  all  it  can  to  injure  my  reputation...”  Slight  marginal  paper 
tear,  with  staining  along  fold,  otherwise  very  good.  Garfield’s 
forcefulness  caught  on  throughout  the  country,  and  in  the  next 
election  he  won  the  presidency!

CORKHILL  [2]  mnn.iJ 


American  lawyer;  investigator  and  prosecuting  attorney  in  the  trial 
of  Charles  Guiteau  for  the  assassination  of  President  James  A. 
Garfield.  Fine  gathering  of  two  official  Letters  Signed  "George 
B.  Corkhill,”  each  3/4  page,  4to,  each  on  imprinted  “Attorney  of 
the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Columbia”  stationery, 
Washington,  D.C.,  December  10,  1881,  and  January  5,  1881  [sic, 
1882],  Both  letters  were  written  during  the  sensational  trial,  and 
relate  directly  to  the  accused.  On  December  10th,  Corkhill  signs  a 
manuscript  letter  to  “Dr.  Selden  H.  Talcott,”  relating  “As  the  gov¬ 
ernment  desires  your  presence  as  an  expert  witness  in  the  case  of 
the  United  States  vs.  Guiteau  you  will  please  remain  in  the  city 
until  your  testimony  is  taken.”  Corkhill  signs  as  “U.S.  Atty.  D  C.” 
On  January  5th.  with  the  trial  now  dragging  on,  the  letter  is  no 
longer  in  manuscript,  but  now  a  more  efficient  partly-printed  letter 
relating  to  “Mr.  D.C.  Parey,  Post  Publishing  Co.,  Appleton,  Wis.” 
that  “Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.  concerning  the  case  of  the  United 
States  vs.  Guiteau  is  received;  1  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  your 
suggestions,  which  shall  have  due  consideration.  As  the  evidence 
is  all  in,  your  services  will  not  be  needed.”  District  Attorney 
Corkhill  was  only  one  part  of  the  team  gathered  by  the  U.S. 
Government  for  the  prosecution,  the  other  members  were  Judge 
Porter  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Davidge,  of  Washington. 
Ultimately  the  prosecution  succeeded,  Guiteau  was  found  guilty 
and  hanged  on  June  30,  1882.  The  Talcott  letter  has  slight  mar¬ 
ginal  chip,  otherwise  both  in  very  good  to  fine  condition.

First  Lady.  Scarce  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Julia  Grant”  in 
pencil,  probably  as  First  Lady,  3-3/4  pages,  8vo,  Washington, 
D.C.,  April  25th,  no  year  [18707],  with  the  transmittal  envelope 
addressed  by  President  Grant.  The  First  Lady  writes  a  gossipy 
personal  letter  to  a  Miss  Kittie  Felt,  evidently  a  close  family  friend 
and  a  person  with  whom  Julia  felt  comfortable  sharing  her 
thoughts.  Mrs.  Grant  hastily  relates  “Dear  Kittie,  You  will  be  sur¬ 
prised  when  I  tell  you  I  have  just  finished  a  letter  of  congratula¬ 
tions  to  Miss  Jennie  Grant.  She  is  to  be  married  on  the  13th  of 
May  to  Mr.  Corbin  the  gentleman  you  met  at  our  house  just  before 
you  left  &  I  wanted  you  to  set  your  cap  for.  You  remember  him, 
dont  [sic]  you.  He  is  an  old  friend  of  ours  &  we  are  all  well 
pleased.  We  think  both  are  doing  well,  Jennie  is  geting  [sic]  a 
good  very  good  husband  &  Mr.  Corbin  is  geting  [sic]  a  splendid 
wife.  You  know  of  course  that  Mamie  Stillman  is  to  be  married 
soon  also  -  to  Col.  Pride.  Mr.  Stillman  was  down  here  to  enquire 
about  him.  You  know  1  think  him  extremely  handsome,  besides  he 
is  very  clever.  Col.  Cambell  [sic]  &  Mr.  Plumb  looked  very  much 
gratify ed  [sic]  when  1  told  them  that  I  was  going  to  write  for  you 
to  come  this  way  home  &  spend  a  week  with  me.  You  know  now 
Mr.  [Edward  Lee]  Plumb  is  consul  Genl.  of  Cuba,  &  Cambell  [sic, 
John  Allen  Campbell]  is  Gov.  of  a  great  Territory’  [Wyoming], 
Though  I  would  rather  go  to  Cuba  than  out  among  the  Indians. 
Would  not  you?  Be  sure  &  come  by  the  way  of  Washington  home 
&  make  me  a  visit,  &  dont  [sic]  dear  Kittie  expect  me  to  write 
again  -  you  know  how  hard  it  is  for  me  to  write  at  all.  1  want  you 
to  come  very  very  much  &  would  like  you  to  send  me  word  so  I 
can  send  to  the  Depot  for  you.  All  send  love  &  often  speak  of  you 
with  the  greatest  affection...”  John  Allen  Campbell  participated 
in  the  Civil  War,  and  was  brevetted  Brigadier  General  of 
Volunteers.  In  October,  1867,  he  was  appointed  2nd  Lieutenant 
in  the  5th  Artillery,  regular  army,  and  at  once  was  brevetted  1st 
Lieutenant,  Captain,  Major,  and  finally  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He 
served  on  General  Schofield’s  staff,  but  resigned  in  1869  and  was 
appointed  first  Governor  of  Wyoming  Territory  by  President 
Grant.  American  diplomat  Edward  Lee  Plumb  was  at  this  time 
Consul  General  at  Havana,  and  later  was  the  agent  in  procuring 
the  charter  of  the  International  Railway  of  Mexico.  President  and 
Mrs.  Grant  took  possession  of  the  White  House  in  March.  1869. 
Also  included  is  the  original  transmittal  envelope  addressed  to 
“Miss  Kittie  Felt  /  New  London,  Conn.”  by  President  Grant.  The 
envelope  has  been  tom  at  the  top.  affecting  several  letters  of  her 
Christian  name. 
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PRESIDENTS:  [GKANT|  COLFAX,  S(  HI  YLKR  ($250-Vp) 

American  career  politician;  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives;  Vice  President  under  U  S.  Grant.  Choice  early 
Vutograph  Letter  Signed  "Schuyler  Colfax,’’  2  pages  (back-to- 
back|.  Washington.  Jul\  14,  1856.  Writing  while  Representative 
from  Indiana,  Colfax  addresses  the  “Hon.  J.C.  Dobbin,  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,"  and  personally  pens  a  very  strong  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  relating  that:  “A  number  of  the  most  prominent  citizens 
of  my  District  have  recommended  in  the  very  highest  terms  the 
appointment  of  Dudley  H.  Chase,  son  of  Judge  Chase  of  Indiana, 
for  a  Cadetship  at  West  Point.  No  vacancy  belonging  to  the 
District  there,  they  have  urged  his  appointment  as  a  Midshipman. 
You  may  recollect  that  I  addressed  you  last  winter  asking  if  there 
was  any  Midshipman' s  vacancy  for  which  /  could  nominate;  & 
you  replied  that  you  could  not  answer  definitely  till  this  summer. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  this  young  man  would  be  an  acquisition  to  the 
service  in  either  branch,  naval  or  military  if  there’s  any  opening 
for  him:  &  /  write  now  to  ask  you  if  you  can  find  him  a  place.  He 
is  18  years  old,  finely  educated,  has  taken  a  thorough  course  in 
regular  army  tactics,  &  has  been  drilling  for  the  last  three  years. 
He  is  5  ft.  7  inches  in  height,  of  strong  &  manly  build,  &  ardently 
anxious  to  serve  his  country.  He  writes  that  he  would  be  willing 
to  take  an  appointment  as  ‘under  midshipman ,'  (an  office 
unknown  to  me)  if  there  was  a  fair  chance  of  promotion,  but  feels 
too  old  to  go  as  an  apprentice.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  inform 
me  at  you  earliest  occasion,  whether  there  is  any  opening  for  him 
or  any  in  prospect  so  that  I  may  give  him  hopes,  or  advise  him  to 
turn  his  thoughts  in  another  channel.”  The  Naval  Academy  as 
well  as  West  Point,  during  peace-time,  were  uninterested  in 
Dudley  Henry  Chase,  for  it  was  not  until  the  Civil  War  that,  on 
April  24,  1861,  he  was  mustered  into  Federal  service  as  Captain 
of  the  9th  Indiana  Infantry,  a  ninety  day  regiment.  He  was  mus¬ 
tered  out  in  July,  1861,  and  re-enlisted  as  Captain  17th  U.S. 
Infantry,  serving  until  February  14,  1864,  when  he  resigned.  An 
excellent  association  letter.

Twenty-ninth  President  of  the  United  States  [1921-23],  favoring 
protective  tariffs  and  “return  to  normalcy,”  and  opposing  the 
League  of  Nations  and  high  taxes  on  war  profits;  his  administra¬ 
tion  suffered  from  corruption  of  officials  appointed  by  him, 
notably  Harry  M.  Dougherty,  Edwin  N.  Denby,  and  Albert  B. 
Fall;  died  mysteriously  while  on  a  speaking  tour;  earlier, 
owner/editor  of  Marion  [Ohio]  Star ,  and  U.S.  Senator.  Choice 
Typewritten  Letter  Signed  ‘‘Warren  G.  Harding”  as  President, 
3/4  page,  small  4to,  on  imprinted  White  House  stationery, 
Washington,  November  7,  1921.  An  emergency  tariff  had  been 
imposed  in  1921,  seeking  to  soothe  the  discontented  American 
farmers  and  hold  in  check  some  imports  starting  to  come  in  from 
Europe  and  Asia.

Twenty-third  President  of  the  United  States  [1889-93];  grandson 
of  William  Henry  Harrison;  served  through  Civil  War,  and  brevet¬ 
ed  brigadier  general  in  1865;  lawyer;  U.S.  Senator.  An  unique 
large  imperial  size  [15”  x  18-1/8”]  group  Photograph  Signed  by 
“ Benj .  Harrison"  and  30  members  of  the  Olney  Commission 
which  arbitrated  the  boundary  dispute  between  Great  Britain  and 
Venezuela,  over  the  border  of  British  Guiana,  meeting  at  Paris. 
1897-99.  An  historical  photograph  taken  by  the  celebrated  Paris 
photographer  E.  Pirou.  On  the  wide  lower  mount,  signed  by  for¬ 
mer  President  Harrison,  Supreme  Court  justices  “ David  J. 
Brewer”  and  “ Melville  W.  Fuller,"  Secretary  of  War  “B.F.

On  civil  liberties  and  the  status  of  the 
capital  city,  he  adds,  “...the  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are 
not  the  subjects  of  the  people  of  the  state,  but  free  American  citi¬ 
zens,  if  there  is  anything  in  the  great  principles  of  unalienable 
rights  so  emphatically  insisted  upon  in  our  Declaration  of 
Independence,  they  could  neither  make,  nor  the  United  States 
accept,  a  surrender  of  their  liberties  and  become  the  subjects,  in 
other  words  the  slaves  of  their  former  fellow  citizens...”  In  a  very 
telling  passage,  Harrison  issues  a  prophetic  warning,  “Our  citi¬ 
zens  must  be  content  with  the  exercise  of  the  powers  with  which 
the  Constitution  clothes  them.  The  attempt  of  those  of  one  State  to 
control  the  domestic  institutions  of  another,  can  only  result  in 
feelings  of  distrust  and  jealously,  the  certain  harbingers  of  dis¬ 
union,  violence,  civil  war  and  the  ultimate  destruction  of  our  free 
institutions. ..It  should  be  our  constant  and  earnest  endeavor 
mutually  to  cultivate  a  spirit  concord  and  harmony  among  the 
various  parts  of  our  Confederacy...”

U.S.  Army,  capturing  Pensacola,  Florida,  and  defending  New 
Orleans;  became  a  national  hero;  added  to  fame  by  operations 
against  Seminole  Indians;  Governor  of  Florida  Territory  [1821].

A  there¬ 
fore  he  brings  his  suit  to  recover  his  said  Debt  and  Damages. ..and 
the  said  David  Shelby  brings  hereunto  court  the  said  writ¬ 
ing  obligatory  together  with  the  said  indorsments  made 
thereon  as  above  set  forth...”  Boldly  signed  at  the  conclusion  by  Jackson, 
adding  "Pro  Quinta."  Some  ink  smearing  when  written,  overall  age- 
toned,  otherwise  very  good.  Also  included  is  a  nineteenth  century  silhou¬ 
ette  portrait  of  Jackson.  Probably  the  rarest  of  the  lawyer/presidents,  and 
undoubtedly  the  earliest  example  of  Jackson.

542  PRESIDENTS:  JEFFERSON,  THOMAS  -  RANDOLPH,  JOHN  [3]  ($4500-Up) 

Third  President  of  the  United  States  [1801-09];  Vice  President  under  John  Adams;  member.  Continental 
Congress  and  chairman  of  committee  that  prepared  the  Declaration  of  Independence;  wrote  and  present¬ 
ed  first  draft  of  the  Declaration  to  Congress  on  July  2,  1776,  and  was  a  Signer  of  the  document.  Choice 
third-person  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “J.  Randolph,”  1  page,  small  4to,  n.p.,  March  4,  1805.  On  the 
very  day  of  President  Jefferson’s  second  inauguration,  Randolph,  in  a.  calculated  move,  presents  the 
President  with  a  gift.  In  Jeffersonian  style,  the  Senator  writes:  “J.  Randolph  has  the  honor,  herewith  to 
send  Mr.  Jefferson  the  pamphlet  which  he  mentioned  to  him,  some  time  past.  It’s  only  value  consists  in 
the  deposition  to  which  he  then  alluded.  The  vindication  being  in  this  opinion  as  weak  as  the  claim  of  the 
V.T.  Co.  is  indefensible.  J.R.  offers  Mr.  Jefferson  the  cordial  assurances  of  this  affectionate  respect  -  &  his 

sincere  wishes  for  many  returns  of  this  happy  day  &  occasion.  Monday  4  Mar.  1805."  Docketed  on  verso,  upon  receipt  by  President 
Jefferson  as  follows:  “Randolph  John  -  Mar.  4.  05.  reed.  Mar.  4.”  Mounting  traces  on  verso,  with  19th  century  repairs,  otherwise  very  good. 
Also  included  are  two  small,  early  engraved  portraits,  one  of  John  Randolph,  and  one  of  President  Jefferson.  Randolph,  known  as  John 
Randolph  of  Roanoke,  was  the  eccentric  and  controversial  American  statesman,  sentimentally  called  the  “Pride  of  Virginia.”  A 
descendant  of  Pocahontas,  he  served,  in  the  U.S.  House  or  Senate  from  1799  to  1827,  and  was 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and  leader 
of  the  House  Democratic  Republicans.  A  brilliant  orator 
and  master  of  biting  invective,  he  eventually  became  at 

odds  with 
Thomas 
Jefferson  over 
the  purchase  of 
Florida,  He  was 
a  bitter  opponent 
of  the  War  of 
1812  and  the 
Missouri 
Compromise. 

He  showed 

marked  eccen¬ 
tricities  after 
1818,  passing 
into  actual  insan¬ 
ity  in  his  last  years,  and  he  fought  a  duel  with  Henry  Clay 
in  1826.  Most  unusual,  and  very  desirable  item  directly 
relating  to  the  inauguration  of  America’s  third  President, 
and  written  at  a  time  when  the  two  Virginians  were  of  one 
mind.  Rare.

PRESIDENTS:  JEFFERSON,  THOMAS  ($25, 000-Up) 

Book  from  Jefferson’s  "great”  library.  The  Works  of  Alexander  Pope ,  (edited  by  William  Warburton|,  Volume  VI  [of  nine),  12mo,  347  pages, 
London,  printed  by  J.  &  P.  Knapton,  MDCCLI.  In  original  mottled  leather,  with  gilt-stamped  spine  [binding  worn  and  aged,  front  cover  starting  to 
detach].  On  page  1 13,  Signed  "7  "  by  Jefferson,  being  his  usual  secret  identity  mark  on  the  I  signature  of  the  book.  On  the  inside  front  cover  is  the 
engraved  bookplate  of  Reuben  Skelton  of  Hanover  County,  Virginia.  Skelton  was  the  brother-in-law  of  Martha  Wayles  |  the  future  wife  of  Thomas 
Jefferson],  Martha  married  Bathhurst  Skelton  in  1766.  He  died  in  1768.  Reuben  had  died  earlier  and  no  doubt  left  his  library  to  his  brother 
Bathhurst.  When  Jefferson  married  the  w  idow  Skelton  in  1772,  he  purchased  the  Skelton  library.  The  nine  volume  set  of  The  Works  of  Pope,  edit¬ 
ed  by  Warburton,  is  listed  in  Jefferson  own  library  catalogue  on  page  147  as  number  61.  When  Jefferson  sold  his  library  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
in  1815,  The  Works  of  Pope  were  to  have  been  included  in  the  sale  but  it  is  clear  that  Jefferson  pulled  some  of  his  favorite  titles  and  this  was  one 
that  never  made  it  to  Washington.  The  entry  for  this  title  in  the  contemporary  working  copy  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Catalogue  of  1815  is 
marked  “missing,”  and  does  not  appear  in  the  later  catalogues.  Jefferson  was  a  great  admirer  of  Pope  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  he  retained  this  set. 
This  is  the  only  known  surviving  volume  of  the  long  lost  original  set.  This  volume  remained  in  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Randolph  family  until  a  few 
years  ago  when  a  descendant  sold  it  to  the  current  owner.  Also  included  is  background  data  and  correspondence  relative  to  the 
volume.  Internally  the  volume  is  water-stained,  foxed  and  age-toned  [normal  for  volumes  of  this  age],  otherwise  very 
good.  A  rare  opportunity

544  PRESIDENTS:  [JEFFERSON,  THOMAS]  ($4000-Up) 

Book  Signed  “T.J.  Randolph,"  being  an  18th  century  printing  of  The  Ovid,  Metamorphosis,  in  Latin,  “Apud  Bartholom, 
Vincentium,  M.D.LXVIII.”  Full  calf  binding  with  morocco  label  intact.  This  18th  century  volume,  bearing  an  early  signature  of  Thomas 
Jefferson’s  grandson  on  the  front  endpaper  is  believed  to  have  been  purchased  by  President  Jefferson  for  the  use  of  his  grandchildren’s  education 
and  later  served  as  a  school  book  for  both  T.J.R.  and  his  brother  Meriwether  Lewis  Randolph  [from  whose  estate  it  was  eventually  purchased]. 
While  Jefferson’s  secret  identity  mark  is  missing,  there  should  be  no  doubt  that  this  book  was  at  one  time  in  the  Monticello  library.  In  tracking  the 
provenance  of  this  volume,  the  present  owner  discovered  that  it  remained  in  the  Randolph  family  for  over  a  century,  being  the  property  of  Mrs. 
Bettie  Donelson,  a  descendant  of  Meriwether  Lewis  and  Elizabeth  Martin  Randolph.  In  September  1923,  the  volume,  along  with  five  others,  were 
loaned  by  the  family  for  an  exhibition  of  books  at  the  Tennessee  State  Fair  credited  as  volumes  from  Jefferson’s  library.  Jefferson  had  similar 
books  in  this  “petit  format,”  mostly  purchased  in  Europe,  as  evidenced  in  the  sale  catalogues  of  his  books  after  his  death,  especially  notable  are  the 
"Poor  sale”  of  February  1829  and  the  “Leavitt  sale”  of  1873.  Normal  wear  and  age-toning  for  a  volume  of  this  age,  otherwise  very  good.  A  won¬ 
derful  opportunity  to  acquire  a  volume  from  the  Jefferson-Randolph  families. 


545  PRESIDENTS:  JOHNSON,  ANDREW  ($750-Up) 

Seventeenth  President  of  the  United  States  [1865-69];  succeeding 
to  the  presidency  upon  the  assassination  of  Lincoln;  differences 
between  Johnson  and  the  Congress  with  regard  to  presidential 
powers,  led  to  impeachment  proceedings  in  1868;  Vice  President 
for  less  than  two  months  [March  4  -  April  15,  1865];  Military 
Governor  of  Tennessee,  with  rank  of  Brigadier  General  [1862-64];

Fifth  President  of  the  United  States  [1817-25];  served  in 
American  Revolution;  member.  Continental  Congress  [1783-86]; 
one  of  the  negotiators  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase;  twice  Governor 
of  Virginia;  Secretary  of  State  and  War;  promulgated  the  Monroe 
Doctrine.  Fine  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “James  Monroe ”  as 
President,  1-3/4  pages,  4to,  Washington,  February  28,  1823. 
Written  in  the  midst  of  his  second  term  as  President,  contending 
with  Congress  for  the  appropriation  of  money  for  the  repair  of  the 
Cumberland  Road,  and  passage  of  the  first  harbor  act,  and  ulti¬ 
mately  in  December  of  this  year,  to  announce  what  became 
known  as  the  Monroe  Doctrine.  Monroe  pens  a  lengthy  letter  to 
an  unnamed  correspondent,  regarding  lending  monies  to  the  Bank 
of  Columbia  on  speculation:  “The  gentleman  who  presented  me 
your  letter,  handed  me  at  the  same  time,  a  note,  as  1  understood 
for  signature,  promising  to  pay  at  the  end  of  sixty  days  six  thou¬ 
sand  dolrs.  which  I  signed,  on  re  .pursuing  your  letters,  1  find  that 
1  have  misunderstood  the  object  of  the  note,  and  that  it  was 
necessary  for  me  to  draw  on  some  one,  in  Zto/[timore],  Phila.,  or 
New  York.  The  gentleman  has  this  moment  returned  &  given  me 
back  the  note  finding,  that,  /  had  mistaken,  the  word  at  the  end  of 
the  first  line,  ‘Please’  for  promise.  I  would  do  any  thing  whatev¬ 
er,  in  the  way  of  sacrifice,  to  raise  the  money  to  accomodate  [sic] 
the  bank  of  Columbia,  but  having  taxed  my  near  connections  in  N. 


York  < temporarily  as  /  trust)  to  meet  the  dft.for  $ 10,000  .  tl  seem', 
to  be  impossible  for  me  to  impose  on  them  this  new  obligation, 
altho  it  would  be  nominal  only  an  arrangement  in  train,  /  expect 
to  command  the  means  to  a  greater  amount  in  a  few  days  In 
Phila.  or  Bal.  there  is  no  one  with  whom  /  could  take  the 
liberty. ..If  you  can  make  any  arrangement,  to  which  my  responsi- 
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bility  can  give  effect,  1  will  most  cheerfully  aceed  [sic  [  to  it,  & 
which  1  most  earnestly  hope  may  be  done.  The  bank  in  Phila.  is 
well  disposed,  to  afford  me  every  aid  through  the  agency  of  this, 
founded  on  the  valuation  of  a  large  estate  in  Albermarle,  that  I 
should  ask  with  a  view  to  the  perfect  security  of  the  bank,  under 
any  possible  contingency,  such  as  death  or  the  like.  But  to  give 
effect  to  this  requires  some  days,  which  gives  me  pain.  It  is  pecu¬ 
liarly  unfortunate  that  this  should  press  at  this  moment,  when  I 
have  too  many  urgent  concerns  to  attend  to.”  Financial  matters 
were  always  at  the  forefront  of  Madison's  affairs.  Upon  leaving 
the  Presidency,  the  Congress  voted  him  $30,000  in  settlement  of 
certain  claims  of  his  against  the  government,  and  at  the  end  of  his 
life,  unable  to  manage  alone,  he  moved  to  New  York  City  to  live 
with  his  daughter  and  her  husband.

Interesting  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Jas.  Monroe”  while  Secretary  of 
State,  1  page,  4to,  Washington,  July  28,  1814.  Just  one  month  before 
taking  on  the  additional  duties  of  a  second  cabinet  post,  [Secretary  of 
War]  Monroe  writes  to  an  unnamed  correspondent  with  regard  to  selling 
some  wines  he  received  from  France.  Monroe  hastily  relates:  “I  have 
this  moment  been  reminded  by  your  letter  of  the  23d  instant,  of  my  inat¬ 
tention  to  your  former  letters,  announcing  the  sale  according  to  my 
request,  of  some  wines  sent  me  from  Bordeaux,  and  of  my  omission  to 
acknowledge  the  reciet  [sic]  of  the  sum  remitted  to  me,  on  that  account. 
The  first  of  yours,  reached  me,  at  a  moment  of  great  [pressure];  the  sec¬ 
ond,  just  as  I  left  this  for  Virga.  whither  I  lately  made  a  transient  visit,  to 
which,  it  was  owning  that  l  did  not  answer  these  sooner.  I  beg  you  to 
accept  my  acknowledgment ,  for  your  obliging  attention  to  this  object, 
and  assurances  that  it  was  executed  entirely  to  my  satisfaction.  I  have 
received  your  two  drafts,  for  the  amount  of  the  sale... I  shall  examine  your 
letters  again,  &  in  case  I  find  it  necessary  to  add  any  thing  more  in  reply 
to  them,  l  will  hasten  to  do  it...”  A  fine  letter,  in  choice  condition.

Writing  to  “ Dear  Hoppy”  [Dwight  L.  Hoopingamer],  Roosevelt  hastily  pens:  “That 
statement  of  the  Adirondack  Co.  looks  very  good.  Jo  Johnson  comes  on  Sat.  for  at  least  a  day.  The  Tato  Springs  proposition  I  am  not  keen  about  unless 
it  can  be  got  for  7/2  the  present  figure.  The  Adairs  are  in  great  trouble.  Missy  [LeHand]  is  laid  up  with  quite  a  bad  heart  attack  but  is  being  very  good 
&  Miss  Blahway  takes  excellent  care  of  her.”  Marguerite  “Missy”  LeHand,  was  Roosevelt’s  secretary  at  Fidelity  &  Deposit,  and  after  he  was  stricken, 

became  a  member  of  the  family,  his  confidante,  and,  according  to  histori¬ 
ans,  his  mistress  for  many  years.  The  Foundation,  initially  funded  solely 
by  contributions,  struggled  through  its  formative  year.

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incentive  in  the  renewed  invitation  of  the  Legislature.  Whether  it 
will  he  possible  to  do  so  during  the  present  season,  depends  upon 
the  adjoinment  of  Congress  and  the  Executive  Duties  at  the  Seat 
of  Government  My  most  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Legislature  for  the  honor  of  their  invitation  and  to  yourself  for  the 
courteous  terms  in  which  it  has  been  conveyed.''  Unfortunately, 
the  President  was  never  to  visit  Massachusetts.  Taylor,  basically  a 
robust,  strong  ntan,  had  been  celebrating  the  4th  of  July  by  attend¬ 
ing  a  ceremony  connected  with  the  building  of  the  Washington 
Monument.  Exposed  to  the  mid-summer  Washington  sun,  he  felt 
the  heat,  drank  too  much  cold  water,  and  afterwards  ate  cherries 
and  drank  iced  milk.  That  night  he  suffered  an  attach  of  cholera 
morbus,  accompanied  by  high  fever,  to  which  he  finally  suc¬ 
cumbed.  dying  on  July  9.  In  choice  condition.

Virginia  socialite;  daughter  of  Thomas  Abthorpe  Cooper,  English 
tragedian;  wife  of  Robert  Tyler,  eldest  son  of  President  John 
Tyler;  delegated  the  duty  of  acting  First  Lady  while  Mrs.  Letitia 
Tyler  was  ill,  and  immediately  after  her  death.  Rare  pair  of  third- 
person  Autograph  Letters  Signed  “Mrs.  Robert  Tyler,"  each  1 
page,  both  dated  November  13,  1843.  An  unusual  gathering  of 
identical  content  letters,  dated  as  acting  First  Lady,  and  both  writ¬ 
ten  to  Count  Henri  Gratien  Bertrand,  French  general  under 
Napoleon  I,  fighting  in  all  the  campaigns  of  the  empire.  On  an 
8vo  lettersheet,  Mrs.  Tyler  first  writes:  "If  General  Bertrand  con¬ 
sents  to  remain  in  Washington  another  day,  Mrs.  Robert  Tyler 
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requests  the  great  pleasure  of  his  company  on  Monday  evening  at 
eight  O'clock  /  Presidents  House  /  Novr.  13th  1843  R.S.V.P.” 
Then  on  a  12mo  letter  sheet,  she  again  pens:  “Mrs.  Robert  Tyler 
requests  the  pleasure  of  Count  Bertrand's  company  Monday 
evening  at  eighth  O’  clock  /  President’ s  House  /  Novr.  13th.” 
Undoubtedly  confused  as  how  to  properly  address  her  distin¬ 
guished  visitor,  she  covered  all  bases.  Most  unusual,  and 
uncommon  as  acting  First  Lady.  Both  in  fine  condition. 


596  PRESIDENTS:  VAN  BUREN,  MARTIN  ($500-Up) 

Eighth  President  of  the  United  States  [1837-41];  Secretary  of 
State  and  Vice  President  under  Jackson,  becoming  his  close  ally. 
Choice  Manuscript  Letter  Signed  “M.  Van  Buren,”  1  page,  4to, 
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New  York,  May  7,  1841.  Responding  to  a  letter  from  “Eugene 
Lawrence,  Geo  H  Houghton,  <£  W.H.A  Butler,  Committee," 
from  New  York  University,  just  two  months  after  leaving  the 
White  House,  the  now  ex-President  acknowledges  "...t/jc  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst.  notifying  me  of  my  election  as  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Philomathean  Society  of  the  University  of 
New  York,  and  containing  with  other  complimentary  expressions 
an  assurance,  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  of  their  pleasure  in  wel¬ 
coming  me  to  my  native  State.  I  beg  you  to  present  to  those  whom 
you  represent  my  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  by  them  with  my 
cordial  good  wishes  for  the  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Institution  with  which  it  is  connected,  and  to  accept  for 
yourselves  assurances  of  the  sincere  respect  and  regard..." 
Philomathean,  from  the  Greek  Philomath:  one  who  loves  learning; 
a  scholar.  A  somewhat  dubious  honor,  afforded  to  those  who 
study  and  read.  Van  Buren,  at  this  point,  was  not  content  to  stay 
home  and  study.  In  1847,  six  years  after  leaving  the  presidency, 
in  an  unprecedented  move,  he  ran  for  that  office  again,  not  as  a 
Democrat  but  this  time  as  a  Free  Soiler. 


597  PRESIDENTS:  [VAN  BUREN]  JOHNSON,  RICHARD  M. 

($325-Up) 

Vice  President;  a  favorite  of  President  Andrew  Jackson,  who 
selected  Johnson  to  be  Van  Buren’s  running-mate;  in  the  election 
of  1836,  however,  none  of  the  four  candidates  for  Vice  President 
received  a  majority  of  the  electoral  votes,  and  for  the  only  time  in 
history,  the  decision  of  Vice  President  was  made  by  the  Senate, 
selecting  Johnson.

in  our  quarter.  I  am  truly  sorry  that  my  friends  do  not  see  with  me 
in  believing  that  they  ought  not  to  ask  me  any  thing  about  the 
Present  commencing  contest  for  President  &  vice  President.  They 
ought  to  know  that  1  have  nothing  to  do  with  it  &  will  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  it,  &  that  1  make  no  arrangements  for  any  office 
with  any  person.  My  friends  ought  to  know  this  without  asking  me 
about  it.  truly  &  sincerely  your  friend.”  Johnson  was  a  decorated 
veteran  of  the  War  of  1812,  sustaining  serious  wounds  and  pur¬ 
portedly  killing  Tecumseh  during  that  struggle.  Jackson,  a  fight¬ 
ing  man’s  man,  liked  and  appreciated  Johnson  and  what  he  stood 
for,  making  him  his  personal  assistant  while  in  the  White  House. 
Undoubtedly  after  the  split  between  President  Jackson  and  Vice 
President  John  C.  Calhoun,  and  the  next  election  only  months 
away,  the  situation  of  who  would  be  the  President’s  running-mate 
loomed  heavy  through  the  country,  and  Johnson  was  having  no 
part  in  it.

a  truly  to  be  made,  bind  ourselves,  jointly. ..Sealed  with  our  Seals,  and 

dated  this  Twenty  third  Day  of  May. ..One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
Seventy.  The  Condition  of  the  above  Obligation  is  such,  That  if  the 
above  bound. ..do  and  shall  well  and  truly  pay. ..unto  said  George  Washington,  Guardian  to  the  late  Colo.  Daniel  Parke  Custis ’  Children. ..the  just  Sum  of 
Two  Hundred  and  sixteen  Pounds  Vir[gi]nia  currency  on  Demand,  with  law  full  interest  on  the  same  Then  the  above  Obligation  to  be  void..."  This  bond 
grew  out  of  a  transaction,  which  Martha,  before  marrying  George,  had  initiated.  After  her  first  husband’s  death,  Martha  became  executor  of  his  estate, 
and  as  such  loaned  a  sum  of  money  to  a  Mrs.  Mckenzie  of  Williamsburg.  Mrs.  Mckenzie’s  friend  Dr.  James  Carter,  regularly  paid  Mrs.  Mckenzie’s 
interest  on  the  bond,  and  when  Martha  married  George,  he  then  paid  the  interest  to  George.  On  May  23,  1770,  Dr.  James,  with  his  brother  John  Carter  as 
security,  took  up  Mrs.  Mckenzie’s  bond,  and  gave  Washington  this  bond  for  £432  to  secure  the  £216  original  debt  [indebtedness  doubled  if  the  original 
bond  defaulted].  On  the  verso,  at  the  head  of  the  page  appears  an  Autograph  Note  Signed  “Go:  Washington"  explaining:  "Afcm[orandu]m  The  within 
is  payable  to  me  as  Guardian  of  Miss  Martha  Parke  Custis."

Writing  to  the  future  first  President,  Livingston  addresses  " His 
Excellency  Genl.  Washington,"  humbly  relating:  “/  have  the  Honor  of  introducing  to  your  acquain¬ 
tance  the  Count  De  Castiglioni  an  Italian  Nobleman  who  has  been  well  recommended  to  many  gentle¬ 
men  in  this  City  and  and  [sic]  appears  to  be  a  man  whose  conversation  will  justify  the  Liberty  I  take  in 
bringing  him  acquainted  with  Your  Excellency...”  Docketed  by  Washington  on  verso:  “ From  Edwd. 
Livingston  Esq.  /  26th  Novr.  1785.”  Edward  Livingston,  brother  of  Robert  R.  Livingston,  was  a  local 
New  York  politician,  U.S.  Congressman,  and  Mayor  of  New  York  City.  He  moved  to  Louisiana  in 
1804,  and  served  in  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  on  the  staff  of  General  Andrew  Jackson.  He  continued 
in  politics  in  his  adopted  state,  first  locally  and  later  in  the  U.S.  Senate.  Finally  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  State  by  his  former  comrade  in  arms,  now  President  Andrew  Jackson.  The  Count  Luigi  De 
Castiglioni,  an  important 
and  respected  botanist 
from  Milan,  arrived  in  America  in  May,  1785.  He  was  visiting  the 
United  States  to  study  the  plants  of  North  America  with  a  view  of 
finding  species  which  might  be  introduced  into  Europe,  and  with  an 
eye  on  the  birth  and  formation  of  the  young  republic,  created  out  of  so 
many  diverse  peoples.  And  visit  he  did,  he  was  the  first  European 
botanist  to  travel  to  all  13  states  after  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Arriving  at  Mount  Vernon  on  December  25th,  he  spent  Christmas  and 
several  days  with  the  Washingtons,  and  later  included  a  character 
sketch  of  Washington  in  his  book  about  his  overseas  trip  Viaggio 
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negli  Stati  Uniti  dell’  America  Settentrionale.  Castiglioni  spent  more 
than  two  years  in  America,  bringing  back  to  Milan  the  locust,  the 
catalpa,  and  the  arbor  vitae.  An  unusual  association  letter  of  a  visitor 
to  Mount  Vernon.

Vernon,  Va.],  undated  [May  2,  1788],  A  fine  autograph  address  panel  written  by  Washington  to  “The  Honble.  /  James  Madison  Junr.  /  Orange 
County,"  signed  “Free  Go:  Washington,”  and  docketed  by  Madison  at  far  left  “ G .  Washington  /  Mt.  Vernon  May  2,  1788,”  bearing  a  straight  line

Mercer  discharged  his  whole  artillery  of  inflammable  matter,  but  no 
converts  were  made,  no,  not  one!”  [full  text  of  the  May  2,  1788  letter 
in  The  Writings  of  George  Washington,  edited  by  Fitzpatrick,  Vol.  29, 
Page  491].

Country,  Six  years  since,  for  his  own  use  -  that,  as  he  had  no  immediate  occa¬ 
sion  for  it,  he  would  let  Genera /  Washington  have  one  or  two  pipes,  at  three 
dollars  per  gallon,  which,  if  wanted,  might  be  had  on  application  to  you,  in 
whose  hands  the  wine  was.  In  consequence  thereof  I  wrote  the  enclosed 
answer  to  Mr.  Pintard;  but  am  apprehensive  that  he  might  have  left  the  coun¬ 
try  before  it  reached  him.  I  have  therefore  taken  the  liberty  of  troubling  you 
on  this  occasion;  and  if  you  should  think  proper  to  send  to  the  General  one 
pipe  of  the  wine  mentioned,  upon  the  terms  expressed  in  the  letter  to  Mr. 
Pintard,  your  draft  for  the  amount,  at  ninety  days  sight,  will  be  duly  honored. 

In  postscript  Lear  adds:  “You  will  be  pleased  to  address  your  answer  to  His 
Excelly.  Genl.  Washington  and  in  case  the  wine  should  be  ship  d  for 
Alexandria,  let  it  be  put  in  a  part  of  the  Vessel  where  it  cannot  be  readily  come 
at  in  the  passage.”  Docketed  on  verso,  by  Lear  “To  /  Mr.  John  Halsey  /  Deer. 

13,  1799.”  Early  on  the  morning  of  the  13th,  the  General  rode  out  to  inspect 
his  farm  as  was  his  usual  practice,  however  today  fighting  a  nagging  cold. 
Although  only  December,  the  weather  turned  bitter  as  it  suddenly  can  in 
Virginia.  A  cold  rain  was  followed  by  hail,  then  snow,  conditions  reminiscent 
of  Valley  Forge,  forcing  Washington  to  return  to  Mt.  Vernon.  That  afternoon 
he  complained  of  a  sore  throat,  and  immediately  the  doctor  was  summoned. 
The  verdict:  his  cold  had  developed  into  a  malignant  type  of  cynache  tra- 
chealis,  and  of  course  leaches  were  applied,  sapping  what  little  strength  was 
left  in  his  body.  After  what  was  a  gallant  struggle,  lasting  nearly  twenty-four 
hours,  the  General  lost  the  fight  of  his  life,  dying  at  1 1:30,  Saturday,  December

personal  file  copy.  One  of  only  two  letters  written  on  Washington's  last  day

“  ‘Tell  him  that  he  should  respect  the  dreams  of  his  youth  if  he 
wants  to  be  a  man  and  that  he  should  not  open  his  heart  to  the 
destroying  insect  of  better  reason.’  Do  you  understand  that? 
(‘He  should  respect  these  dreams  if  he  wants  to  become  a  man’).

AND  LEARN  YOUR  DUTY  TO  YOURSELVES,  THE  SLAVE  AND 
GOD.”  In  an  incendiary  conclusion,  the  bottom  line  reads 
prophetically  “EMANCIPATION  or  DISSOLUTION,  and  a 
FREE  NORTHERN  REPUBLIC!”  Age-toning,  foxing,  and  some 
margin  tears.  Excellent  for  display.  Rare! 

680  SLAVE  DOCUMENT /TRAVEL  DIARY  [5]  ($500-Up) 

Travel  diary,  belonging  to  a  member  of  the  Wade  family,  16 
pages,  12mo,  Springfield,  Ohio,  begun  April,  1835.  Contained  in 
this  diary  are  references  to  the  early  settlements  of  the  mid-west 
and  the  great  difficulty  involved  with  traveling  among  them,  an 
excerpt  follows:  “May  6,  to  Dayton,  36  miles,  went  to  Methodist 
prayer  meeting,  their  church  has  a  steeple  and  bell,  took  supper 
with  about  75  pretended  Gentlemen,  table  full  of  large  fine  dishes 
but  little  or  nothing  to  eat.”  That  the  author  utilized  various 
modes  of  transportation  is  also  mentioned  as  this  passage  of  May 
22  attests,  “took  passage  on  board  the  steam  boat  Warrior  at 
Quincy  at  11  o’clock  in  the  evening  and  arrived  in  St.  Louis  on 
Saturday  at  6  o’clock  P.M.  St.  Louis  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  it  is  a  large  place  has  many  splendid 
building[ s],  but  is  by  no  means  a  neat  town.  The  streets  are  very 
narrow  and  the  town  next  to  the  River  is  dirty.  Sabbath  24th  Jne. 
went  to  see  Mr.  Thomas  who  lives  2  miles  from  the  town,  expect¬ 
ing  to  meet  with  Elias  Wade  but  was  disappointed.  Went  on  top  of 
an  Indian  mound  &  was  informed  by  Mr.  Thomas  that  bones 
could  be  found  by  digging  3  feet.  Went  to  Presbyterian  meeting 
was  short  &  few  persons  attended.  The  majority  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  St.  Louis  pay  but  little  or  no  respect  for  the  Sabbath,  it 
appeared  more  like  training  day  than  Sunday...”  On  June  4,  the 
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weary  traveler  records  “ Arrived  at  Mackinaw  River  about  6 
o  clock  P M .  crossed  the  river  by  swimming  the  horses  &  floating 
the  waggon  [sic]  with  a  log  canoe.  Staid  [sic]  in  Mackinaw  Town 
and  slept  on  the  supper  table."  Bound  within  a  leather  satchel 
with  original  ribbon.  Varying  degrees  of  age-toning  and  fading 
throughout.  A  great  personal  account  of  travel  in  the  untamed 
mid-west  during  the  2nd  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Accompanied  by  a  newspaper  clipping  urging  the  capture  of  the 
J.W.  Booth’s  accomplices  in  the  assassination  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  four  Documents  Signed  of  the  same  period  concern¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Wade  family.  These  include,  an  1828  Bill  of 
Sale  issued  to  Grandfather  Wade  for  a  ‘‘...colored  boy  named 
Cato  aged  eighteen  years. ..until  the  said  boy  Cato  shall  arrive  to 
the  age  of  twenty  five  years  old  at  which  time  he  will  be  free  or 
manumated  by  Statute  of  the  State  of  the  afforesaid  State  of  New 
Jersey. ..for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  ten  dollars..."',  a  resolu¬ 
tion  adopted  by  the  members  of  Co.  F.  59th  N.Y.S.  Volunteers 
honoring  Captain  Edward  H.  Wade,  killed  at  the  Battle  of 
Antietam,  etc.  Each  of  these  documents  has  fold  tears,  foxing  and 
age-toning,  yet  contribute  significantly  to  the  overall  sense  of  his¬ 
tory  and  character  found  in  the  diary. 

681  SOUTH  CAROLINA  DIGNITARIES  ($450-Up) 

Uncommon  Manuscript  Letter  Signed  “John  S.  Richardson." 
“Langdon  Cheves,”  "John  Geddes,"  “David  Ramsay,”  and  oth¬ 
ers,  1  page,  oblong  8vo,  Charleston,  So.  Carolina,  April  17,  1815. 
A  rather  unique  letter  of  recommendation,  written  by  some  of 
South  Carolina’s  most  distinguished  citizens,  requesting  an 
appointment  in  the  U.S.  Navy.  “Mr.  John  Axon,  having  a  Strong 
desire  to  Enter  into  the  Naval  Service  of  his  Country  we  the 
Subscribers;  recommend  him  as  a  Young  Gentleman  of  an  ami¬ 
able  and  Modest  disposition  and  deportment  -  And  worthy  of  an 


appointment;  if  any  vacancies  remain."  Among  the  signatories 
are  David  Ramsay  [noted  Revolutionary  War  surgeon,  and 
President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Continental  Congress],  Langdon 
Cheves  [lawyer,  financier  and  political  leader.  Speaker  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Reps.],  John  S.  Richardson  [jurist  and  state  attorney 
general],  John  Geddes  |Governor],  also  included  are  Jacob  R. 
Vaux,  John  Potter,  William  Wightman,  and  John  M.  Ehrich.  In 
choice  condition. 

682  STANTON,  EDWIN  M.  ($275-Up) 

Secretary  of  War  under  Lincoln  and  Johnson,  guiding  the  War 
Department  through  the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction;  dismissed 
by  President  Johnson,  February  21,  1868,  but  refused  to  leave 
office,  provoking  the  impeachment  action  against  Johnson; 
appointed  Associate  Justice,  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  but  died  before 
taking  office.  Good  Autograph  Letter  Signed  “Edwin  M. 
Stanton  as  Secretary  of  War  to  Andrew  Johnson,  1  page,  8vo,  on 
imprinted  “War  Department"  stationery,  Washington.  April  25, 
1866.  Addressed  to  "Major  General  [O.O.]  Howard,"  Stanton 
hastily  relates:  “This  note  will  introduce  to  you  the  Rt.  Revd 
Bishop  Domenic  of  Pillsbury  Pennsylvania  who  desires  to  confer 
with  you  on  matters  relating  to  your  Bureau.  I  beg  to  commend 
him  to  your  attention."  In  May,  1865,  Congress  established  the 
Freedman’s  Bureau,  as  part  of  the  War  Department.  Major 
General  Oliver  Otis  Howard  was  named  a  commissioner  and 
placed  in  charge.  The  main  object  of  the  Bureau  was  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  former  slaves,  now  known  as  freedmen,  esti¬ 
mated  at  about  four  million  strong.  The  Bureau  was  charged  with 
obtaining  labor  contracts  for  them,  helping  to  find  living  quarters, 
settling  their  disputes  and  obtaining  employment  for  them.  An 
interesting  letter  during  the  stormy  Reconstruction  era.  Tipped  to 
mount,  and  matted  in  linen.  In  very  good  condition. 


THE  INVENTOR  AS  NEW  JERSEY  LAND  BARON 

683  STEVENS,  JOHN  ($1000-Vp) 

American  inventor,  engineer  and  pioneer  in  the  field  of  mechanical  transportation;  served  in  the  American  Revolutionary  War  under  Washington,  responsi¬ 
ble  for  raising  money  for  the  Continental  Army;  like  his  father,  was  a  land  baron,  owning  a  large  tract  of  land  in  New  Jersey  which  included  most  of  what 

is  now  Hoboken;  in  1788,  his  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
work  of  John  Fitch  and  James  Rumsey  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  steamboat,  and  from  that  time  until  his  death 
Stevens  veritably  gave  himself,  his  family,  and  his  for¬ 
tune  to  the  advancement  of  mechanical  transportation 
both  on  water  and  on  land;  made  significant  advance¬ 
ments  in  steam  powered  transportation;  considered  the 
founder  of  the  Pennsylvania  railway  system. 
Extraordinary  Manuscript  Document  Signed  by  “John 
Stevens,”  “Elizabeth  Stevens"  [his  mother],  “Rob.  R. 
Livingston"  [his  brother-in-law  and  steamboat  partner, 
the  Chancellor  of  New  York],  and  by  "Mary  Livingston" 
[his  sister],  4-1/5  pages,  large  folio,  New  Jersey, 
December  20,  1792.  Countersigned  by  “Richd.  Stevens” 
and  “Susanna  R.  Stevens.”  John  Stevens’  father  had 
died  earlier  in  1792,  and  it  became  Stevens'  lot  to  admin¬ 
ister  his  father’s  vast  estate.  This  particular  document  concerns  the  “rights  of  Location”  and  ownership  of  thousands  of  acres  of  New  Jersey  land  left  by 
John  Stevens,  Sr.  to  his  widow  and  children.  A  wonderful  document  for  research  for  a  New  Jersey  historian.  Age-stained,  especially  at  folds,  with  show- 
through  browning  from  seals.  Some  paper  loss  at  folds,  slightly  affecting  John  Stevens’  large  signature.  An  historic  New  Jersey  land  document.

Document  Signed 
“ Thomas  Borden”  as  witness,  1-1/3  pages,  folio,  “Town  of 
Austin,”  November  4,  1829.  In  an  effort  to  skirt  the  Mexican  ban 
on  slave  sales,  established  in  1820,  this  document  agrees  to  “rent” 
a  young  Negro  girl  for  seventy  years.  Relating  in  part:  “ This 


indenter  [sic]  made  &  entered  into  this  3d  Day  of  November  eigh¬ 
teen  hundred  &  twenty  nine  between  John  Byrne  of  the  one  part  & 
James  B.  Bailey  of  the  other  witnesseth  the  said  Byrne  on  his  part 
agree  to  hire  to  said  Bailey  one  negroe  girl  Kitty  aged  seven  years 
for  the  sum  of  two  Hundred  Dollars  cash  paid  in  hand  &  a  certain 
Horse... is  Herby  [sic]  acknowleged  [sic]  the  said  term  of  hire  is 
for  seventy  years  from  this  date  ...under  the  penalty  of  five 
Hundred  Dollars. ..to  furnish  the  said  negro  girl  Kitty  with  good 
holesome  [sic]  provisions  &  comfortable  clothing  &  also  to  treat 
her  with  Humanity...”  Signed  on  verso  by  Bordon  who  was  one 
of  Stephen  Austin’s  original  300,  credited  with  founding  the 
Telegraph  and  the  Texas  Register,  and  laying  out  the  city  of 
Houston.  Evenly  age-toned,  with  old  cellophane  tape  repairs,  one 
piece  over  part  of  Bordon's  signature,  and  minor  marginal  chip¬ 
ping,  otherwise  good. 

686  THEATER:  ADAMS,  MAUDE  [5]  ($475-Up) 

American  actress,  teacher,  lighting  director;  made  stage  debut  as  a 
baby,  and  later  appeared  in  child  parts;  joined  E.H.  Sothern’s 
company  at  age  16,  and  enjoyed  enormous  success  playing  young, 
pert  and  pretty  ingenue  roles;  later  she  joined  Charles  Frohman’s 
Company,  and  made  a  lasting  mark  on  the  stage  in  the  title  role  of 
J.M.  Barrie’s  “boy  who  wouldn’t  grow  up,”  Peter  Pair,  retired 
from  the  stage  only  to  re-invent  herself,  and  returned  after  thirteen 
years,  playing  leading  ladies  in  Shakespearean  drama,  such  as 
Portia  in  The  Merchant  of  Venice ,  and  Maria  in  Twelfth  Night ; 
headed  the  drama  department  at  Stephens  College  for  five  years, 
continuing  afterwards  as  a  special  adviser;  spent  much  of  her  time 
throughout  her  career  in  the  technical  work  of  developing  stage 
lighting.

If  one  doesn’t  work 
one  never  knows  where  the  next  meal  will  come  from,  does  one?  I 
received  my  last  official  notice  last  night  to  report  for  duty  aboard 
the  U.S.S.  Wilmette  on  July  14,  a  week  from  today.  Am  not  aware 
as  yet  just  how  long  I  will  have  to  stay  in  the  sendee,  but  not  long 
I  hope.  Will  drop  you  a  card  while  /  am  enroute.  Did  Myra  tell 
you  about  running  into  me?  About  three  o’clock  the  other  day  / 
grew  tired  [of]  working  and  walked  over  to  the  Auditor’s  office  to 
chat  with  the  girls,  and  who  should  be  sitting  there  but  Myra 
Allison. ..she  was  over  visiting  Ray  Briggs,  her  fiancee,  you  know.
